WHEREAS, there has been widespread public demand for early en- 
actment of general and specific legislative measures providing immediate 
relief in meeting the urgent needs of an ever-growing, modern and pro- 
gressive public education system; and 


WHEREAS, there now seems to be within our reach the means of 
achieving certain educational goals to which we have long aspired; and 


WHEREAS, the public interest and the public good requires me to 
proclaim this to be an extraordinary occasion on which the Legislature 
should be convened: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of Alabama, 
under the authority vested in me by the Constitution of Alabama, do 
hereby convene the Legislature at the seat of government in the City 
of Montgomery at six thirty p. m. the 16th day of February, 1965, in 
special session, and specifically designate the following matters con- 
cerning which I deem action to be necessary: 


1. Legislation providing for and regulating the selection, approval, 
adoption, acquisition and purchase, distribution, care, storage, and use of 
textbooks in all grades of the public schools of Alabama. 


2. Legislation providing for appropriations for operation, mainte- 
nance, and support of the public schools of Alabama, and for operation, 
support and maintenance of institutions of higher learning, including 
ae colleges, trade schools, and allied or related institutions and 
acilities. 


3. Legislation to authorize the issuance, by existing or newly author- 
ized public corporations, or otherwise, of bonds or other securities tor 
the purpose of constructing or reconstructing school buildings and schoo. 
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facilities and for the purpose of financing a capital improvement pro- 
gram for the public school systems and the institutions of higher learn- 
ing, including junior colleges and trade schools, and to appropriate and 
pledge funds to pay the principal of and the interest on such bonds or 
other securities. 


4. Local legislation.

be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To provide an additional method by which the town of Madison 


may extend its corporate limits in addition to any other method now 
provided by law. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Whenever the council of the town of Madison shall 
pass a resolution to the effect that the public health or public good re- 
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quires that any territory lying to the north of the present boundaries 
and corporate limits of the municipality shall be brought within the 
limits of the town of Madison: (1) It shall be the duty of the mayor 
to certify a copy of such resolution to the judge of probate of Madison 
County and said certified resolution shall have attached thereto a plat 
or map of the territory proposed to be annexed, which certified resolu- 
tion and plat or map shall be filed by the judge of probate. (2) Within, 
ten days from the date of the filing of such resolution, the judge of 
probate must make and enter an order upon the minutes of said court, 
directing and ordering an election to be held by the qualified electors 
residing within the territory described, not less than twenty days nor 
more than forty days from the date of the making of the order. The 
said judge shall give notice of the holding of such election by publication 
in a newspaper published within the town of Madison, if a newspaper 
is published therein, and if no newspaper is published in such muni- 
cipality, then by posting notices at three public places in such munici- 
pality, which notice shall state the day on which such election is to be 
held, the voting place or places, the boundaries within which voters 
must reside to vote at the respective voting places, which must be with- 
in the territory proposed to be brought into the town of Madison, and 
such notice must give a description of the territory proposed to be 
annexed, and must state that a map of such territory is on file in the 
office of the judge of probate of said Madison County, open to the in- 
spection of the public. (3) The judge of probate may designate as 
many places within the territory proposed to be annexed as he may 
deem necessary for the convenience of the voters and must designate 
the boundaries within which the voters must reside to vote at the re- 
spective voting places, and shall appoint three inspectors of election, 
two clerks and one returning officer for each voting place, which in- 
spectors shall manage the election at the respective voting places at 
which they are appointed as inspectors. (4) Each qualified elector 
who has resided within the boundaries of the territory proposed to be 
brought into the town of Madison for three months next preceding the 
election, may vote at such election, but must vote at the voting place 
designated by the judge of probate for voters in the territory in which 
he resides. (5) The election to determine whether or not the proposed 
territory shall be brought within such corporate limits must be con- 
ducted in all respects as provided by the general election laws, and under 
the same sanction and penalties, except as changed by the provisions 
hereof, and except that an official ballot need not be provided. (6) 
Each voter may furnish his own ballot with the following words writ- 
ten or printed thereon: “For annexation,” if the desires to vote in 
favor of annexing the territory to the town of Madison, or “Against 
annexation,” if he desires to vote against annexing the territory to the 
town of Madison. It shall not be necessary for the ballot to be of any 
pariicuiar size, form, ur color. (7) The inspectors at the respective vot- 
ing places must, as soon as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the 
results of the election, at their respective voting places, to the judge 
of probate, and deliver the same to the returning officer, who must 
at once return the same to the judge of probate, and the judge of pro- 
bate must canvass the return as made by the inspectors, and if it appears 
that a majority of the votes cast at the election were “for annexation,” 
the judge shall make and enter an order on the records of the probate 
court adjudging and decreeing the corporate limits of the town of Madi- 
son to be extended so as to embrace the territory described in the reso- 
lution and designated on the plat or map attached to the resolution, and 
must cause the certified resolution and the map and all orders or decrees 
or judgments to be recorded in the records in his office, and from the 
time of the entry of such order such territory shall be a part of and 
within the corporate limits of the town of Madison. If it appears that 
a majority of the votes cast at the election are “against annexation” the 
judge of probate shall make and enter an order on the records of the 
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court adjudging and decreeing that a majority of the votes at such

The 
town of Madison shall pay all costs and expense incident to the elec- 
tion. (9) The plat or map filed with the certified copy of the resolu- 
tion, as required herein, shall show accurately the territory proposed 
to be embraced within the corporate limits, including all subdivisions 
into lots, blocks, streets and alleys within such territory, if any, and 
an accurate description by metes and bounds of the boundary of such 
territory, which territory must be contiguous to the boundary of and 
form a homogeneous part of the town of Madison and such territory 
may extend to or around the boundary line of any other city or town, 
but is not to embrace any territory within the corporate limits of ano- 
ther municipality.

AN ACT 


To create and establish in Cullman County a county court of limited 
jurisdiction of criminal, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, to be known 
as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court”; providing for its officers 
and their term, powers, duties, compensation and method of selection; 
prescribing its jurisdiction; regulating its procedure and process; pro- 
viding for the return of warrants thereto, including all warrants for the 
violation of the rules of the road and similar offenses; fixing the costs, 
charges and commissions collectible in the court; providing for appeals 
from the court; providing for the transfer to the court of all cases pending. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. COUNTY COURT CREATED. There is hereby created 
and established in Cullman County a county court of limited jurisdiction 
in criminal cases, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, which shall be 
known as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court.” 


Section 2. JURISDICTION. (a) Except as provided in Subsection 
(b) following, the court shall have the power to exercise jurisdiction in 
all actions, causes, matters, proceedings and cases (including bastardy 
proceedings, actions for unlawful detainer and for the recovery of pos- 
session of land, except actions in ejectment or actions in the nature of 
ejectment), cognizable before a county court or juvenile court or justices 
of the peace, or courts created in lieu thereof, and all courts of like juris- 
diction. It shall have the authority to punish contempts by fines not 
exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00), and imprisonment not exceeding five 
(5) days. It may adopt and enforce rules and regulations relative to 
pleading, procedure and practice, provided such rules and regulations are 
not contrary to the Constitution and statutes of the State and law-made 
rules governing the practice and procedure of courts of record. 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with 
felonies. It shall not have jurisdiction of any civil action when matter 
or sum in controversy exceed Fifteen hundred and no-100 ($1,500.00) 
Dollars exclusive of interest and court cost, nor take cognizance of any 
matter or proceeding in equity. 
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(c) Provided that where the action is in detinue in which the plain- 
tiff seeks to recover on a chattel mortgage or on a conditional sales con- 
tract, the amount in controversy shall, for the purpose of determining 
jurisdiction, be the balance of the mortgage debt or purchase price, as 
the case may be, or the value of the property in suit, whichever may be 
less. Said court shall also have jurisdiction of proceedings for discovery 
of assets of judgment debtors which it shall exercise in the same manner 
and according to the same procedure and the same powers provided by 
law with respect to civil judgments in circuit courts. 


(d) The County Court and Juvenile Court of Cullman County, Ala- 
bama, are hereby abolished. 


Section 3. JUDGES. (a) W. Marvin Scott shall be the first Judge 
of this Court and he shall serve until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1967, and until his successor is elected and has 
qualified, as hereinafter provided. 


(b) At the General Election of 1966 and every four (4) years there- 
after a judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of Cullman Coun- 
ty and the term of office shall be for four (4) years from the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their election and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 


(c) The Judge shall, before entering upou the discharge of the 
duties of office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Consti- 
tution. He may be removed from office for any cause enumerated in 
Section 173 of the Constitution, in the manner provided by law. No 
person shall be eligible for the office of Judge unles he is, at the time 
of his appointment or election, at least twenty-five (25) years of age 
a qualified elector of Cullman County, and licensed to practice law _in 
this State. The Judge cannot practice law in any manner and the Judge 
shall be subjected to the same penalties and obligations as Circuit Judges. 
Any vacancy occurring in the office of the Judge shall be filled by ap- 
pointment, as provided by Section 158 of the Constitution. 


(d) In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the Judge of 
the court, the State Senator and State Representative representing Cull- 
man County in the State Legislature shall appoint a special judge to 
hold court during the absence of the regular judge, whose compensa- 
tion shall be at the same rate as herein provided for the regular judge, 
and paid on his warrant drawn on the county treasury, provided that the 
regular judge of said court shall receive no compensation after a con- 
tinuous absence of thirty (30) days or more. 


(e) The judge shall receive an annual salary of Nine Thousand Five 
Hundred and No-100 Dollars ($9,500.00) nayable out of the general fund 
of the county, in equal monthly installments, as the salaries of other 
county officers are paid. 


(f) The judge shall have the authority to: (1) administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments; (2) issue search warrants; and (3) exer- 
cise such other powers, jurisdiction or authority as may be conferred by 
law upon judges of juvenile and county courts and justices of the peace, 
including that of magistrates on preliminary examination; and (4) exe- 
cute affidavits for extradition on crimes charged in this county. 


(g) The judge of said court shall maintain an office in the Cullman 
County Court House as directed by the governing body of said County. 
The offices shall be suitably equipped, furnished and provided, at the 
expense of the county, with such office supplies and equipment as sta- 
tionery, stamps, furniture, fixtures, telephone service and other equip- 
ment and materials as may be necessary for the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the court. 
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Section 4. SESSIONS. (a) Cullman County Intermediate Court 
shall be open for the transaction of any and all business or judicial pro- 
ceedings of every kind within its jurisdiction at all times. 


(b) The judge of said court shall hold at least two (2) criminal 
sessions and two (2) civil sessions of court each month, and any further 
special sessions as needed. The judge of said court at his discretion will 
set all regular and special sessions at his discretion. 


(c) All writs and processes of the court shall be executed by the 
sheriff or his deputies. The sheriff shall attend the sessions of the court 
in person or by deputy. 


Section 5. PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE. (a) Except as other- 
wise provided in this Act, the practice, procedure and process of the 
court as to parties, trial, competency of witnesses, admissibility of evi- 
dence, the taking of depositions, the filing of interrogatories to opposing 
parties, regulation of suits and the time within which suits may be 
brought shall be governed by the statutes and rules of practice, procedure 
and process governing the circuit courts. 


(b) The civil actions at law when the summons, writ of attachment, 
summons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been exe- 
cuted on the defendant, or service perfected on him as required by law, 
the defendant shall appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within 
ten (10) days, and the process issued shall so recite. 


Section 6. COSTS. (a) For their attendance upon the court, wit- 
nesses shall be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law for 
witnesses in the circuit courts, which fees and allowances shall be taxed, 
collected and paid the same manner and according to the same regula- 
tions as apply in the circuit courts. 


(b) All other costs of court shall be as follows: (1) in each civil 
action at law, if the sum in controversy does not exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100.00), the same as in justice courts; (2) in every other civil 
action at law, the same as in circuit courts; (3) in each criminal case 
involving an offense of which justice courts have final jurisdiction, the 
same as in justice courts; and (4) in every other criminal case, the same 
as in county courts, including fees as provided by Sections 86 and 89 (2) 
of Title 11, 1958 Code of Alabama, except that fees for cases provided for 
herein under Section 7 (b), the fees shall be as there stated. 


Section 7. CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. (a) Prosecutions may be 
commenced in such court, upon sworn complaint made to the judge of 
the court in whose jurisdiction said offense is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, which judge shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reasonably 
satisfied that the offense has been committed in his jurisdiction and there 
is reasonable cause to believe that the accused is guilty or upon sworn 
complaint made as prescribed by Code of Alabama of 1958, Title 13, Sec- 
tion 327, the case shall be docketed for trial, and the trial shall be held 
and conducted as trials after indictments. The clerk shall keep a record 
of all complaints made and all warrants issued. If the original complaint 
or warrant is lost, mislaid or destroyed, a certified copy of the record 
shall be sufficient for the arraignment and trial of the accused. 


(b) The Circuit Solicitor of the Thirty-Second Judicial Circuit and 
the County Solicitor of Cullman County shall have the power and au- 
thority upon sworn complaint on probable cause to issue writs of arrest 
for offenses allegedly committed in the jurisdiction of the Cullman Coun- 

Intermediate Court. The Circuit Solicitor is to appear at all pre- 
liminary hearings on felonies and the County Solicitor to prosecute all 
other criminal actions before the court. 
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(c) All solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in all criminal cases in 
the Cullman County Intermediate Court shall be paid into the general 
fund of the Cullman County Board of Revenue by the Clerk taxing 
and collecting came. 


Section 8. APPEALS AND CERTIORARI. Any party aggrieved by 
a judgment, order or ruling of the court may appeal the decision as 
herein provided. (1) If the case is a civil case, the appeal or certiorari 
lies to the Circuit Court of Cullman County, and shall be governed by 
Article 6 of Chapter 8, Title 13 of the 1958 Code, where the trial shall be 
de novo with trial by jury where demanded by either party, as provided 
by Code of 1958, Title 7, Section 264. Where a civil case is tried on ap- 
peal in the Circuit Court and the sum in controversy does not exceed 
one hundred dollars ($100.00), the issue shall be made up as provided 
by Code of 1958, Title 13, Section 486; otherwise, the pleadings and trial 
shall be according to the regular rules of pleading and practice in the 
Circuit Court. (2) If a case arises under the court’s jurisdiction with 
respect to juveniles, the appeal lies to the Circuit Court and shall be 
governed by Section 371 and Section 372 of Title 13 of the 1958 Code, 
but with appeal bond to be approved by the clerk and with trial by 
jury on demand by the defendant, as prescribed by Code of 1958, Title 
15, Section 321. (3) In every criminal case, the appeal lies to the Circuit 
Court and said appeal must be taken within thirty (30) days after con- 
viction, and no appeal shall be taken after defendant has accepted judg- 
ment of the court by paying any fine adjudged. (4) The defendant 
may, within ten (10) days after taking said appeal, demand in said 
Circuit Court, in writing, a trial by jury; otherwise, said case shall be 
tried by the court on appeal without jury. 


Section 9. JUDGMENTS. The party in whose favor a judgment is 
rendered shall have all the rights, remedies and privileges with respect 
to the registration and enforcement thereof as are provided in Chapter 
11, Title 7, of the 1958 Code. 


Section 10. CLERKS. (a) The Circuit Clerk of Cullman County 
shall be the clerk of the Cullman County Intermediate Court. 


(b) The governing body of the county shall furnish, at county ex- 
pense, such records, stationery, office supplies and equipment as may be 
necessary to conduct the court’s business.

(b) Any cases within the jurisdiction of the court hereby established 
pending in the Circuit Court of Cullman County or a Justice of the Peace 
Court of Cullman County or a court created in lieu of the Justice of the 
Peace Court may, at the request of either party thereto, be transferred to 
the court hereby established.

The completely paid for $3 million-plus an- 
nex to the courthouse stands as a testimonial to the effectiveness of 
his “pay-as-you-go” policy; and

WHEREAS Mr. W. D. Kendrick, longtime president of 
the Jefferson County Commission died February twenty-third following 
a heart attack; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick, affectionately known as Dee, was noted 
for his friendliness and personal interest in all the county employees, most 
of whom he called by their first names. His sympathetic understanding 
and deep concern for his fellow man endeared him to all with whom 
he came in contact; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick having been appointed to the Jefferson 
County Commission to fill an unexpired term in 1947, won the next 
Democratic primary for the remainder of the term, since which time he 
had been reelected president of the commission without opposition. 
Through his wise business judgment and untiring efforts, he maintained 
a sound fiscal policy which has reduced the county’s bonded indebted- 
ness far below its constitutional debt limits. His inauguration of an in- 
vestment program, whereby idle funds of the county were put to use in 
short term investments, earned approximately one and one-half million 
dollars for the county. The completely paid for $3 million-plus annex 
to the courthouse stands as a testimonial to the effectiveness of his “pay- 
as-you-go” policy; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick who was born near Elba, came io Dir- 
mingham in 1928 when he was employed with the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company, since which time he had contributed immeasurably to the 
betterment of Birmingham and of Jefferson County. He was a past 
president of the Alabama Association of County Commissioners, and at 
the time of death was serving as a member of the board of advisers; he 
was a Mason and Shriner; for the past two years he had served as chair-

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will 


be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To provide for the City of Jasper in Walker County a civil service 
system governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure and official 


conduct of employees of the city; defining violations of the Act; 
imposing penalties for violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in the City of Jasper in 
Walker County. 


Section 2. As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires 
a different meaning: “city” means the City of Jasper in Walker County: 
“employee” means any person, including firemen and policemen and 
employees of the street department, not excepted by Section 3 of this 
Act who is regularly employed in the service of the City of Jasper; 
“board” means the civil service board created by this Act; “appointing 
authority” means in the case of employees in the offices of the elected 
officers of the city, such elected officers; in the case of all other city 
employees, the city governing body, or the board or other agency 
supervising their work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers 
and employees in the service of the city or any board, agency or instru- 
mentality thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of appoin- 
tive boards, commissions, and committees; (c) all employees of the 
city board of education; (d) attorneys, physicians, surgeons, nurses and 
dentists employed in their professional capacities; (e) the judge of any 
court; (f) independent contractors receiving their remuneration from 
public funds under contracts awarded by competitive bidding (g) any 
person whose employment is subject to the approval of the United 
States government or any agency thereof; (h) employees of the water- 
works and gas board or any other board or commission created by 
the city governing body. 


Section 4. All employees of the city shall be governed by civil 
service rules and regulations prescribed in or promulgated pursuant 
to this Act, administered by a civil service board, the creation of which 
is provide for in Section 5 hereof. Present employees shall remain 
in their respective employments during good behavior; but nothing 
herein shall be construed to prevent or preclude the removal of an 
employee for cause in the manner hereinafter provided; and such 
employees, except for appointment, shall be subject fully to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the Civil Service Board of 
the City of Jasper, which shall be composed of three members appointed 
by the Governor, upon nomination in writing by members of the Walker 
County legislative delegation, as follows: the senator and each repre- 
sentative may submit not more than three nominations for each place 
to be filled, and the appointment, or appointments, shall be made from 
among those persons thus nominated; if the same person is nominated 
by all members of the delegation, the person thus nominated shall be 
appointed; if the legislative delegation is divided, the nominee favored 
by the majority shall be appointed. If no person receives a majority 
nomination, each member of the legislative delegation may forthwith 
submit in writing an additional nominee until some person receives a 
majority nomination and such person shall be forthwith appointed. 
Of the first members of the board one shall be appointed for a term of 
two years, one for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years. 
Their successors shall be appointed for terms of six years. No person 
shall be appointed to the board who is not a resident and qualified 
elector of the City of Jasper and over the age of twenty-one years. 
No member of the board shall hold any office of profit under the city, 
the county, or the State of Alabama. Members of the board shall take 
the constitutional oath of office, which shall be filed in the office of the 
probate judge. Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by the Governor, in the same manner as original appointments. 
Nominations to fill a vacancy must be submitted to the Governor within

> 
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thirty days after the vacancy occurs, and the Governor must make the 
appointment forthwith. The members of the Board shall elect a chair- 
man and secretary from among their number. Any member of the 
Board who becomes a candidate for, or is appointed or elected to another 
public office vacates his office as a member of the Board, and the 
mayor or other chief executive officer of the City of Jasper shall forth- 
with notify the Governor, who shall fill the vacancy as provided in 
this section. 


Section 6. Members of the Board shall not be entitled to any com- 
pensation. However, the board shall have power to appoint clerical 
assistants and engage legal counsel of its own choice, who shall be 
paid by the city. 


Section 7. The Board shall fix the times for its regular meetings; 
and it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. A 
majority of the members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. All meetings of the Board shall be held 
in the city hall. 


Section 8. The Board shall keep minutes of its meetings and a 
record of all business transacted by it. Its records, except those the rules 
of the Board require to be held confidential for reasons of public policy, 
shall be open for inspection by any resident of the city at all reasonable 
times. 


Section 9. The Board shall have power to make rules and regu- 
lations governing examinations, eligible registers, appointments, trans- 
fers, salaries, promotions, demotions, annual and sick leave, and such 
other matters as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this 
Act. A rule or regulation may be made effective only after a public 
hearing is held on the proposal thereof and after a certified copy 
thereof has been filed with the city clerk. All employees shall be 
appointed upon a non-partisan merit basis. There shall not be appointed, 
and the Board shall not examine, any person who is not a citizen of 
the United States. The Board shall: 1) classify the different types 
of services to be performed in the service of the city: 2) prescribe 
qualifications, including those of education, training, and experience, 
for the appointees and incumbents of each class; 3) with the approval 
of the appointing authority, fix a maximum and minimum salary for 
each class; and 4) allocate each position in the service to its proper 
class. It shall provide for the periodic rating of employees according 
to their merit to detemine whether they are maintaining standards of 
service. The Board shall establish rules and regulations governing 
dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, terminations, and leaves of absence, 
and the severance of an employee’s relationship with the city shall be 
in accordance with such regulations. 

Section 10. The salary to be paid each subordinate employee shall 
be determined by his appointing authority; and the salary to be paid 
each department head employee shall be determined by the city 
governing body; but in every case the salary paid shall be within 
the pay plan and pay rules and regulations established by the board 
and shall be no more than the Board approves. It shall be unlawful 
for any official or employee to draw or issue any warrant on the city 
treasury for the payment of salary to any employee covered by the 
provisions of this Act unless the warrant is in an amount authorized 
by the Board to be paid such employee. A sum paid as salary contrary 
to the provisions of this section may be recovered in an action brought 
by any resident of the city against the official or employee who draws 
or issues the warrant, or against the sureties on his bond. 


Section 11. The Board shall make and keep a register of all per- 
sons eligible and available for appointment to each class of position 
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in the service of the city, ranked according to ability; it is provided, 
however, that no examination shall be given and no register kept for 
positions to be filled by persons designated by the board as common 
laborers. Layoffs available for re-employment shall be placed at the 
head of the proper present and subsequent eligible registers in the inverse 
order of their terminations. Employees who voluntarily terminate 
their services may be granted re-employment status upon proper eligible 
registers under such circumstances and in such manner as may be pro- 
vided for in the Board’s rules and regulations, subject, however, to 
stipulations of this section concerning layoffs. Persons desiring appoint- 
ment may file applications with the Board, and the Board shall, from 
time to time, conduct examinations to test the ability of such applicants 
All qualified applicants shall be examined, and examinations shall be 
public, competitive, and, subject to limitations specified by the Board 
as to age, residence, health, height, weight, habits, moral character, and 
other factors pertinent to ability to discharge the duties of the position, 
open to all citizens of the United States. Examinations shall be practical 
in character and shall relate to those matters which test the ability 
of the person examined to discharge intelligently the duties of the 
position for which he applies In no case shall an appointment be made 
from an eligible register which is more than two years old, and no eligi- 
ble register shall be the result of more than one examination. 


Section 12. Whenever a vacancy exists in any position in the service 
of the city, it shall be filled by appointment of one of the three 
persons who rank highest on the appropriate eligible register of the 
Board or by transfer within the service of the city from another 
position of the same class However, the ranking layoff of the same 
class shall be appointed in every instance Whenever it is impossible 
for the Board to certify eligible persons to a vacancy, the Board may 
authorize the appointing authority to fill the vacancy temporarily 
pending the establishment of an eligible register No such authorization 
may be given for longer than one hundred and twenty days, and no such 
employee shall have status under this Act. All appointments, other 
than temporary appointments, shall be probationary for six months 
from the date of apointment A probationary subordinate employee may 
be discharged by his appointing authority for unsatisfactory service at 
any time before the expiration of that period if the action is approved 
by the Board; a probationary department head employee may be dis- 
charged or demoted similarly by his appointing authority upon approval 
by the Board. After the expiration of the probationary period, an 
appointment shall become permanent. 


Section 13. An appointing authority shall have authority to 
suspend an employee for any personal misconduct, or fact, affecting 
or concerning his fitness or ability to perform his duties in the public 
interest. In the event an employee is suspended for more than thirty 
days, he shall be entitled to a public hearing by the Board upon 
written demand filed within five days from the date of the order of 
suspension. If, after hearing, the Board determines that the action of 
the authority was not with cause, the suspension shall be revoked. 


Section 14. (a) The governing body of the city, any member 
of the governing body, or the head of any department or office can 
remove, discharge, or demote any employee, officer or official of the 
city who is subject to the provisions of this Act and who is directly 
under such governing body, member thereof, or department head, pro- 
vided that within five days a report in writing of such action is made 
to the Board, giving the reason for such removal, discharge, or demotion. 
The employee shall have ten days from the time of notification of 
his discharge, removal, or demotion in which to appeal to the Board. 
The Board shall thereupon order the the charges or complaint to be 
filed forthwith in writing and shall hold a hearing de novo on such 
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charges. No permanent employee, officer, or official of the city whose 
employment comes within the jurisdiction of this Act, and whose 
probationary period has been served, shall be removed, discharged, 
or demoted except for some personal misconduct, or fact, rendering 
his further tenure harmful to the public interest, or for some cause 
affecting or concerning his fitness or ability; and if such removal, 
discharge or demotion is appealed to the Board, then the same will 
become final only after a hearing upon written charges or complaint 
has been had and after an opportunty has been given him to face his 
accusers and be heard in his own defense. Pending a hearing on said 
appeal, the affected employee may be suspended; and after such hearing 
the Board may order said employee reinstated, demoted, removed, 
discharged, or suspended, or take such other disciplinary action as in their 
judgment is warranted by the evidence and under the law. Charges 
may be filed by any resident citizen of the city as follows: the charges 
must be in writing, must set fourth succinctly the matters complained 
of, and must be sworn to before any member of the Board or before 
any person authorized to administer oaths. Upon the receipt of such 
charges, the Board, after due consideration, shall determine whether 
in its opinion it considers that the good of the service will be served by 
a trial thereon: and, if not, such charges may be dismissed by the Board. 
If in the judgment of the Board such charges are of a minor nature, 
such charges may be referred by the Board to the proper department 
head who shall make an investigation of the charges and make his 
recommendation to the Board within such time as the Board may 
prescribe, as to what disciplinary action, if any, should be taken. After 
such. recommendation is made by the department head and after due 
notice is given to the affected employee of the receipt of such recom- 
mendation and the contents thereof, the Board may, in its discretion, 
adopt and order executed the action recommended by the department 
head or any part thereof. However, if the complainant or the affect- 
ed employee, or both of them, objects to the recommendation of the 
department head, the Board shall hold a public hearing de novo 
on the charges, and take such disciplinary action as in their judgment 
is warranted by the evidence and under the law. All hearings before the 
Board shall be open to the public. All testimony given in all hearings 
before the Board shall be taken down in shorthand by a stenographer. 
In all cases, the decision of the Board shall be reduced to writing and 
entered in the record of the case. In all proceedings before the Board, 
the city attorney may appear and prosecute all charges instituted by 
the city governing body or any member thereof or by any department 
head, when requested or directed to do so by such city governing body. 
It shall not be the duty of the city attorney to prosecute any charges 
brought by a private citizen. In all proceedings before the Board, 
the city attorney may appear and represent the interests of the city, 
and he shail aiso give such legai advice and legal assistance to the Board 
as may be requested by it. 


The Board and its specially authorized representatives shall have 
the power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify official acts, and 
issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and production 
of papers necessary as evidence in connection with any hearing, 
investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this Act. The chief 
of police or some other police officer of the city shall serve all pro- 
cesses of the Board, and shall attend upon and preserve order at all 
public hearings conducted by the Board. In case a person refuses to 
obey such subpoena, the Board or its representative may invoke the 
aid of any circuit court in order that the testimony or evidence be 
produced. Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or 
order requiring the person to appear before the board or its representa- 
tive and produce all evidence and give all testimony relating to the 
matter in issue. A person who fails to obey such subpoena order may 
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be punished by the court as for contempt. The fees of witnesses for 
attendance and travel shall be the same as fees for witnesses in the 
re courts of this State, which fees shall be paid from the treasury 
of the city. 


(b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board may appeal 
such decision to the circuit court of Walker County in equity within 
thirty days from the rendition of such decision by the Board. Review 
by the court shall be without a jury and be confined to the record, 
and to a determination of the questions of law presented: the Board’s 
findings of fact shall be final and conclusive. 


Section 15. No employee shall make, solicit or receive any 
assessment, donation, subscription or contribution for any political 
purpose whatsoever, or be a member of a committee or an officer of 
a political party, or take any part in its management or affairs except 
to exercise his right as a citizen to express his opinion and cast his 
vote; no employee shall assist any candidate for nomination or election 
to public office, or make any public statement in support of or against 
any such candidate, or participate in any manner whatever in the 
campaign of any candidate in any general or primary election; and no 
employee shall receive any appointment or advancement as a reward 
for his support of a candidate for office or a political party; nor shall 
he be dismissed, suspended or reduced in rank or pay as punishment 
for his failure to support any candidate for political office. 


Section 16. The expenses of the Board arising under the provisions 
hereof shall be paid from funds of the city. The city governing body 
shall provide the Board an_ office in the city hall, which shall be 
suitably equipped and furnished for the needs of the Board. and 
telephone service, postage, office supplies, and stationery,; also, secre- 
tarial and clerical help as deemed necessary by the Board. 


Section 17. Any person in the service of the city by appoint- 
ment under civil service rules or regulations who wilfully violates any 
provisions of this Act, or any rule or regulation issued in pursuance 
thereof, shall be dismissed from service under the system and shall 
not be reappointed for two years. 


Section 18. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Every order required by its terms to be served, every 
demurrer or pleading subsequent to the original complaint unless the 
court otherwise orders because of numerous defendants, every written 
motion other than one which may be heard ex parte, and every written 
notice, appearance, demand, offer of judgment, designation of record 
on appeal, and similar paper shall be served upon each of the parties 
affected thereby, in any civil action, but no service need be made on 
parties in default for failure to appear except that pleadings asserting 
new or additional claims for relief against them shall be served in the 
manner now provided by law for the service of summons. 


_ Section 2, Whenever under this Act service is required or per- 
mitted to be made upon a party represented by an attorney the ser- 
vice shall be made upon the attorney unless service upon the party 
himself is ordered by the court. Service upon the attorney or upon 
a party shall be made by delivering of a copy to him or by mailing 
it to him at his last known address or if no address is known, by 
leaving it with the clerk of the court. Delivery of a copy hereunder 
shall mean: handing it to the attorney or to the party; or leaving it at 
his office with his clerk or other person in charge thereof; or, if there 
is no one in charge, leaving it in a conspicuous place therein; or, if the 
office is closed or the person to be served has no office, leaving it at 
his dwelling house or usual place of abode with some person of suit- 
able age and discretion then residing therein. Service by mail shall be 
complete upon mailing. 


Section 3. In any action in which there are unusually large 
numbers of defendants, the court, upon motion or of its own initia- 
tive, may order that service of the pleadings of the defendants and 
replies thereto need not be made as between the defendants and that 
any cross-claim, counterclaim, or matter constituting an avoidance or 
affirmative defense contained therein shall be deemed to be denied 
or avoided by all other parties and that the filing of any such pleading 
and service thereof upon the plaintiff constitutes due notice of it to 
the parties. A copy of every order shall be served upon the parties in 
such manner and form as the court directs. 


Section 4. All papers after the complaint required to be served 
upon a party shall be filed with the court either before service or 
within a reasonable time thereafter. Proof of service of any paper 
shall be upon certificate of the person executing the same. 


Section 5. Filing of pleadings and other papers with the court as 
required by this Act shall be made by filing them with the clerk, ex- 
cept that the judge may permit the papers to be filed with him, in 
which event he shall note thereon the filing date and forthwith trans- 
mit them to the office of the clerk. The filing of any plea, motion,

LEGAL NOTICE 


STATE OF ALABAMA, 
COUNTY OF CULLMAN. 


Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made to-wit: 


AN ACT 


_ , To create and establish in Cullman County a county court of limited 
jurisdiction of criminal, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, to be 
known as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court”; providing for its 
officers and their term, powers, duties, compensation and method of 
selection; prescribing its jurisdiction; regulating its procedure and pro- 
cess; providing for the return of warrants thereto, including all warrants 
for the violation of the rules of the road and similar offenses; fixing 
the costs, charges and commissions collectible in the court; providing 
for appeals from the court; providing for the transfer to the court of all 
cases pending. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. COUNTY COURT CREATED. There is hereby created 
and established in Cullman County a county court of limited jurisdic- 
tion in criminal cases, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, which 
shall be known as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court.” 


Section 2. JURISDICTION. (a) Except as provided in Subsection 
(b) following, the court shall have the power to exercise jurisdiction 
in all actions, causes, matters, proceedings and cases (including bas- 
tardy proceedings, actions for unlawful detainer and for the recovery 
of possession of land, except actions in ejectment or actions in the na- 
ture of ejectment), cognizable before a county court or juvenile court 
or justices of the peace, or courts created in lieu thereof, and all 
courts of like jurisdiction. It shall have the authority to punish con- 
tempts by fines not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00), and imprison- 
ment not exceeding five (5) days. It may adopt and enforce rules 
and regulations relative to pleading, procedure and practice, provid- 
ed such rules and regulations are not contrary to the Constitution and 
statutes of the State and law-made rules governing the practice and 
procedure of courts of record. 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with 
felonies. It shall not have jurisdiction of any civil action when matter 
or sum in controversy exceed Fifteen hundred and no-100 ($1,500.00) 
Dollars exclusive of interest and court cost, nor take cognizance of any 
matter or proceeding in equity. 


(c) Provided that where the action is in detinue in which the plain- 
tiff seeks to recover on a chattel mortgage or on a conditional sales 
contract, the amount in controversy shall, for the purpose of determining 
jurisdiction, be the balance of the mortgage debt or purchase price, as 
the case may be, or the value of the property in suit, whichever may be 
less. Said court shall also have jurisdiction of proceedings for discov- 
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ery of assets of judgment debtors which it shall exercise in the same 
manner and according to the same procedure and the same powers pro- 
vided by law with respect to civil judgments in circuit courts. 


(d) The County Court and Juvenile Court of Cullman County, 
Alabama, are hereby abolished. 


Section 3. JUDGES. (a) W. Marvin Scott shall be the first Judge 
of this Court and he shall serve until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1967, and until his successor is elected and has 
qualified, as hereinafter provided. 


(b) At the General Election of 1966 and every four (4) years 
thereafter a judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of Cullman 
County and the term of office shall be for four (4) years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their 
election and until their successors are elected and qualified. 


(c) The Judge shall, before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Con- 
stitution. He may be removed from office for any cause enumerated 
in Section 173 of the Constitution, in the manner provided by law. No 
person shall be eligible for the office of Judge unless he is, at the time 
of his appointment or election, at least twenty-five (25) years of age 
a qualified elector of Cullman County, and licensed to practice law 
in this State. The Judge cannot practice law in any manner and the 
Judge shall be subjected to the same penalties and obligations as Circuit 
Judges. Any vacancy occurring in the office of the Judge shall be filled 
by appointment, as provided by Section 158 of the Constitution. 


(d) In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the Judge of 
the court, the State Senator and State Representative representing Cull- 
man County in the State Legislature shall appoint a special judge to 
hold court during the absence of the regular judge, whose compensation 
shall be at the same rate as herein provided for the regular judge, 
and paid on his warrant drawn on the county treasury, provided that 
the regular judge of said court shall receive no compensation after a 
continuous absence of thirty (30) days or more. 


(e) The judge shall receive an annual salary of Nine Thousand Five 
Hundred and No-100 Dollars ($9,500.00) payable out of the general fund 
of the county, in equal monthly installments, as the salaries of other 
county officers are paid. 


(f) The judge shall have the authority to: (1) administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments; (2) issue search warrants; and (3) exercise 
such other powers, jurisdiction or authority as may be conferred by 


anf as alan and ter + A 
on judgcs of juvenile and county courts and justicos of the peace, 


eek ing that of magistrates on preliminary examination; and (4) ex- 
ecute affidavits for extradition on crimes charged in this county. 


(g) The judge of said court shall maintain an office in the Cullman, 
County Court House as directed by the governing body of said County. 
The offices shall be suitably equipped, furnished and provided, at the ex- 
pense of the county, with such office supplies and equipment as station- 
ery, stamps, furniture, fixtures, telephone service and other equipment 
mae wiaterials as may be necessary for the transaction of the business 
of the court. 


Section 4. SESSIONS. (a) Cullman County Intermediate Court 
shall be open for the transaction of any and all business or judicial pro- 
ceedings of every kind within its jurisdiction at all times. 


(b) The judge of said court shall hold at least two (2) criminal 
sessions and two (2) civil sessions of court each month, and any further 
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special sessions as needed. The judge of said court at his discretion will 
set all regular and special sessions at his discretion. 


(c) All writs and processes of the court shall be executed by the 
sheriff or his deputies. The sheriff shall attend the sessions of the 
court in person or by deputy. 


Section 5. PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE. (a) Except as other- 
wise provided in this Act, the practice, procedure and process of the 
court as to parties, trial, competency of witnesses, admissibility of evi- 
dence, the taking of depositions, the filing of interrogatories to opposing 
parties, regulation of suits and the time within which suits may be 
brought shall be governed by the statutes and rules of practice, pro- 
cedure and process governing the circuit courts. 


(b) The civil actions at law when the summons, writ of attachment, 
summons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been ex- 
ecuted on the defendant, or service perfected on him as required by law, 
the defendant shall appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within 
ten (10) days, and the process issued shall so recite. 


Section 6. COSTS (a) For their attendance upon the court, wit- 
nesses shall be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law 
for witnesses in the circuit courts, which fees and allowances shall be 
taxed, collected and paid the same manner and according to the same reg- 
ulations as apply in the circuit courts. 


(b) All other costs of court shall be as follows: (1) in each civil 
action at law, if the sum in controversy does not exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100.00), the same as in justice courts; (2) in every other 
civil action at law, the same as in circuit courts; (3) in each criminal 
case involving an offense of which justice courts have final jurisdiction, 
the same as in justice courts; and (4) in every other criminal case, the 
same as in county courts, including fees as provided by Sections 86 and 
89 (2) of Title 11, 1958 Code of Alabama, except that fees for cases 
poe for herein under Section 7 (b), the fees shall be as there 
stated. 


Section 7. CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. (a) Prosecutions may be 
commenced in such court, upon sworn complaint made to the judge 
of the court in whose jurisdiction said offense is alleged to have been 
committed, which judge shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reason- 
ably satisfied that the offense has been committed in his jurisdiction and 
there is reasonable cause to believe that the accused is guilty or upon 
sworn complaint made as prescribed by Code of Alabama of 1958, Title 
13, Section 327, the case shall be docketed for trial, and the trial shall 
be held and conducted as trials after indictments. The clerk shall 
keep a record of all complaints made and all warrants issued. If the 
original complaint or warrant is lost, mislaid or destroyed, a certified 
copy of the record shall be sufficient for the arraignment and trial 
of the accused. 


(b) The Circuit Solicitor of the Thirty-Second Judicial Circuit and 
the County Solicitor of Cullman County shall have the power and au- 
thority upon sworn complaint on probable cause to issue writs of ar- 
rest for offenses allegedly committed in the jurisdiction of the Cull- 
man County Intermediate Court. The Circuit Solicitor is to appear at 
all preliminary hearings on felonies and the County Solicitor to pro- 
secute all other criminal actions before the court. 


(c) All solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in all criminal cases 
in the Cullman County Intermediate Court shall be paid into the gen- 
eral fund of the Cullman County Board of Revenue by the Clerk 
taxing and collecting same. 
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Section 8. APPEALS AND CERTIORARI. Any party aggrieved 
by a judgment, order or ruling of the court may appeal the decision 
as herein provided.

Where a civil case 
is tried on appeal in the Circuit Court and the sum in controversy 
does not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00), the issue shall be made 
up as provided by Code of 1958, Title 13, Section 486; otherwise, the 
pleadings and trial shall be according to the regular rules of pleading 
and practice in the Circuit Court. (2) If a case arises under the court’s 
jurisdiction with respect to juveniles, the appeal lies to the Circuit 
Court and shall be governed by Section 371 and Section 372 of Title 
13 of the 1958 Code, but with appeal bond to be approved by the clerk 
and with trial by jury on demand by the defendant, as prescribed by 
Code of 1958, Title 15, Section 321. (3) In every criminal case, the 
appeal lies to the Circuit Court and said appeal must be taken within 
thirty (30) days after conviction, and no appeal shall be taken after 
defendant has accepted judgment of the court by paying any fine ad- 
judged.

The clerk of 
the circuit court shall have an annual allowance of 37, 800.00 and the 
register shall have an annual allowance of $7,800.00 for clerk hire, pay- 
able from the general funds of the county, as the county governing 
body may direct.

Does the attached bill, S. B. 122, contravene Section 
2 of the Alabama Constitution of 1901 in that no election of all the 
people of the city is authorized therein and no representative legislative 
body is vested with final determination of the question of reducing 
the city limits? 


Question 2. Does S. B. 122 vest in the people residing in or owning 
Jand in only a part of any cities having certain prescribed populations 
the power to suspend laws in contravention of Section 21, Alabama 
Constitution of 1901? 


Question 3. Does the attached bill conform to Section 45 of the said 
Constitution of 1901? 


Question 4. Is S. B. 122 a general bill within the definition thereof 
in Section 110 of the Constitution of 1901? 


Question 5. If your answer to question 4 is in the negative, does 
such bill propose a local law proscribed by Section 104 (18) of the 
Alabama Constitution of 1901? 


Question 6. Does the bill, §S. B. 122, contravene the equal pro- 
tection and due process clauses of the United States Constitution in 
that: (a) it gives three-fifths of the residents or of the property owners 
of any tract of territory brought within the city pursuant to Code of 
Alabama 1940, Title 37, Chapter 5, Article 2, the privilege of determining 
whether or not such territory shall remain within the city, without 
affording residents of such territory, who oppose such change, any op- 
portunity to be heard; and (b) it gives residents of territory brought 
within the city pursuant to said Title 37, Chapter 5, Article 2, an 
election as to whether to remain in the city, but does not extend a like 
privilege to residents of territory incorporated into the city in any 
other manner?

SPECIAL ORDERS 
BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the special, paramount 
and continuing order of business for today, which was the Bill: 


H. 40. Relating to public school administration; providing further 
for selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and use of tax- 
paid textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation reported the 
following Substitute for the Bill, to-wit: 


Finance and Taxation Committee Substitute for H. B. 40: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and use of tax-~ 
paid textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Within thirty days following the effective date of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall constitute a courses of study 
committee for the purposes and functions as hereinafter provided. The 
state courses of study committee shall consist of two sections: an ele- 
mentary section and a high school section. The elementary section 
shall consist of the following: two teachers from each grade level, three 
elementary principals, two elementary supervisors and one college pro- 
fessor of elementary education. The secondary section shall consist of 
three teachers from each secondary subject matter field, three secon- 
dary principals, two secondary supervisors, and one college professor 
of secondary education. 


Standards for membership on the courses of study committee shall 
be prescribed by the State Board of Education and said standards shall 
be sent to every Local Board of Education and every County and City 
Superintendent. 


Local Boards of Education, through their superintendents, shall 
nominate persons to serve on these committees. Local Boards shall 
furnish credentials of each person recommended, including a summary 
of each person’s qualifications for membership on the committee. All 
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nominations along with said credentials, shall be forwarded to the 
State Superintendent of Education. The State Board of Education, upon 
the recommendations of the State Superintendent of Education, shall ap- 
point all members of the courses of study committee. 


One-half of the members shall be from school systems with 9,000 
or more students and one-half of the members shall be from school 
systems with less than 9,000 students. 


The term of office of the members of said committee shall be for 
a period of six years, and the members shall hold office until their 
successors shall be appointed. 


Section 2. The courses of study committee shall conduct continuing 
studies and evaluations of the courses taught in the public elementary 
and high schools of the state. It shall prepare the contents of the courses 
of study for each grade of the elementary and secondary schools and re- 
vise the same from time to time. In evaluating the course of study, 
consideration shall be given to the required basic content, texts used 
and available, the educational objective of the course, changing scien- 
tific, technological and cultural developments, as well as established facts 
of American history, tradition and patriotism. The committee shall from 
time to time, but not less than once in each two years, prepare a report 
of its recommendations with respect to the compulsory minimum con- 
tent of courses of study and of recommended revisions of courses, ma- 
terials, subject content and treatment in specific courses and subject 
areas. The report shall be submitted to the State Superintendent of 
Education and to the members of the State Textbook Committee for 
separate written recommendations to the State Board of Education for 
such action as may be considered advisable. 


Section 3. The State Textbook Committee shall be composed of 
20 members, of whom eight shall be high school classroom teachers 
and eight shall be elementary school classroom teachers. One high 
school teacher and one elementary school teacher shall be appointed 
by the State Board of Education for each congressional district, upon 
nominations made by the city and county superintendents of education 
of public school systems within the congressional district. The term of 
office of these teacher members of the committee shall be for a period 
of two years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years thereafter, pro- 
vided the term of office of the first members shall be staggered in the 
following manner: the high school teachers appointed for the first, 
third, fifth, and seventh districts, and the elementary school teachers 
appointed for the second, fourth, sixth, and eighth districts, shall each 
serve for a period of one year, from May 31, 1965. ‘The several city 
and county superintendents of education within each congressional dis- 
trict, or a majority of them, shall meet in person or by proxy on or 
before the first day of May, 1965, and each year thereafter, for the 
purpose of nominating teacher members of the State Textbook Com- 
mittee. The State Superintendent of Education shall give written notice 
of the time and place of such meeting, at least two weeks before the 
meeting, by certified mail; and the notice shall also contain a list of 
the subjects for which the textbook selection committee to be nominated 
and appointed will be concerned during their term. At these meet- 
ings the superintendents of education assembled, or a majority of them, 
shall elect one of their number to preside and to certify the nominations 
then and there made to the State Superintendent of Education. 


The State Board of Education, upon nominations by the State Super- 
intendent of Education, shall appoint two members of the State Text- 
book Committee, one of whom shall, at the time of his appointment, 
be actively employed by one of the state universities and the other 
shall be so employed by one of the state colleges. In addition, two 
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members of the State Textbook Committee shall be appointed by the 
Governor, neither of whom shall have been employed in the field 
of education. These four members and their successors shall serve 
ior terms of two years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years there- 
after. 


Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall be 
filled by appointments made in the same way as the original appoint- 
ments, and the appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. ; 


In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the State Board of 
Education within ten days after notice of his appointment that he will 
discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of 
the State Textbook Committee; that he has no interest, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract that may be made under this Act; that he 
has no interest as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as rep- 
resentative of the author or publisher of any textbook; that he has no 
pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits of 
any person, firm, or corporation engaged in manufacturing, publishing 
or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or promise 
of future reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, his 
agents, or anyone interested in, or intending to bias his judgment in 
any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also that he 
will not reveal to anyone, except to the State Board of Education, the 
findings, ratings, or gradings of the State Textbook Committee. 


Section 4. The organizational meeting of each Textbook Committee 
shall be called by the State Superintendent of Education, and shall be 
held between the first and fifteenth day of June each year, and the 
committee shall meet thereafter on call of the chairman of the commit- 
tee or of the State Superintendent of Education, provided that the first 
organizational session under this act may be called on a day to be de- 
termined by the State Superintendent of Education. 


At the organizational meeting the State Textbook Committee shall 
elect one of its members to act as chairman of the committee and one of 
its members as secretary of the committee. Other necessary meetings 
shall be held as determined by the State Textbook Committee or upon 
the call of its chairman or the State Superintendent of Education. The 
State Superintendent of Education shall notify the members of the 
committee of each meeting by registered or certified mail prior to the 
time of such meeting. The members of the State Textbook Committee 
shall be paid the sum of $20.00 per day during the time they are en- 
gaged in such work and in addition shall receive 10c per mile for each 
mile traveled from home to the place of meeting and return, to be paid 
out of the Revolving Fund appropriated to the State Board of Educa- 
tion or from any other appropriation made for that purpose. Each mem- 
ber of the committee, before receiving per diem for expenses, shall 
submit to the State Superintendent of Education a notarized statement 
of the number of miles traveled and the number of days engaged in such 
work provided that no member shall be paid for more than twenty-five 
days in any school year. When it becomes necessary to pay out any 
funds in accordance with the provisions of this act the State Superinten- 
dent of Education shall make requisition upon the comptroller to draw 
his vb waa upon the treasurer for the amount for which the requisition 
is made. 


Section 5. The State Board of Education shall divide the subjects 
of study in the public schools so that all textbooks on a given subject 
for grades one through tweive shall be considered for adoption in one 
year. The State Board of Education shall prescribe a system of rotation 
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so that the textbooks for each subject shall come up for reconsideration 
by the Textbook Committee every six years. All textbooks in adoption, 
on the effective date of this Act shall be used in the public schools during 
the scholastic year 1965-1966, unless otherwise determined by the State 
Board of Education, and, thereafter as approved by the State Board of 
Education. New adoptions made during any year shall not be used 
in the public schools until the next ensuing scholastic year. In the 
initial implementation of the provisions of this Section the State Board 
of Education shall have the privilege of extending existing adoptions 
for such period of years as it deems appropriate notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this act. 


Section 6. The State Textbook Committee shall recommend at least 
six textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless fewer 
than six acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommendation shall 
be made to the State Board of Education in writing and both recom- 
mendations and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the Board 
and shall be made available for public inspection upon the filing there- 
of, The State Textbook Committee in its recommendations to the State 
Board of Education shall undertake to implement staggered adoptions 
in order that (1) all textbooks on a given subject for all grades shall 
be considered for adoption for one year and (2) expenditures for text- 
books may be equalized from year to year in so far as practicable. 


Section 7. Prior to adoptions by the State Board of Education, 
members of the public shall be allowed a reasonable amount of time to 
be heard concerning any book recommended for adoption. Adoption of 
textbooks shall be made only at a public meeting of the State Board 
of Education. Published notice of proposed adoptions and the time and 
the place of the meeting of the State Board to consider adoptions shall 
be given for at least 30 days, by notice to news media, written notice 
to each local Board of Education and by posting a notice on a bulletin 
board or in some other conspicuous place in the offices or public rooms 
of the State Department of Education. At least four adoptions for 
each course in each grade shall be made unless fewer than four ac- 
ceptable textbooks have been recommended by the Textbook Commit- 
tee. 


Section 8. All adoptions recommended by the State Textbook Com- 
mittee and subsequently adopted by the State Board of Education shall 
be for a period of six years and no change shall be permitted within 
such period unless recommended to the Board of Education by the 
State Textbook Committee. In addition to all other laws which forbid 
the use of textbooks in the public schools of the State by authors who 
are members ot the Communist Party or members of Communist front 
organizations: all contracts with publishers for furnishing state-owned 
textbooks shall stipulate that the author or authors of such book or 
books is not a member of the Communist Party or known advocate of 
Communism or Marxist Socialism, and is not a member of the Commu- 
nist Party or of a Communist front organization as designated by Sec- 
tion 1 of Act No. 888, Reg. Sess. 1953. The State Board of Education 
shall establish procedures to stabilize the expiration of publishers’ con- 
tracts for State adopted books in a manner to effect an orderly review 
and new adoption of textbooks within the financial limitations imposed 
by this Section. 


Section 8-A. In the matter of textbook selection and continued 
use of textbooks in the public schools of Alabama, a special legislative 
textbook supervisory committee is hereby established, which shall 
consist of three members of the Senate appointed by the President of the 
Senate, and six members of the House of Representatives appointed 
by the Speaker of the House. The committee shall select a chairman 
and vice chairman from among their number. 
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The legislative supervisory committee shall act as a court of appeal 
for the electorate of Alabama only in the matter of textbook content 
other than strictly academic material. The legislative supervisory com- 
mittee by majority vote may remove, at any time, any textbook from 
the Alabama educational system which contains any material that is 
indecent, immoral, anti-religious, subversive, communistic, unpatriotic 
or inaccurate according to the Constitution of the United States or to 
known and proven historical fact. 


The legislative textbook supervisory committee shall cause to be 
notified every publisher or supplier of textbooks for the schools of 
Alabama in advance, that it will exercise its full power, duty and au- 
thority regardless of acceptance by the State Textbook Committee or the 
State Board of Education or the Superintendent of Education or of any 
contract made by them. 


The authority of the legislative textbook supervisory committee 
shall likewise extend to cover all textbooks now in use or adopted in 
the future for use in the public schools of Alabama. 


Members of the legislative textbook supervisory committee may hold. 
such hearings as are necessary to receive at set periods of time the objec- 
tions or complaints from any representative groups or individuals con- 
cerning the contents of any textbook and for the purpose of reaching its. 
decisions. Compensation of members of the legislative textbook super- 
visory committee shall be at the rate fixed by law concerning that of 
members of the Alabama Legislature; but the committee shall not 
meet more than 15 days annually. 


Section 9. Local textbook selection committee or committees shall 
be appointed by each separate County and City Board of Education, 
the number, size, and composition of the Committee or Committees 
to be determined by each Local School Board. A copy of Local School 
Board policies in regard to local textbook selection committees shall be 
filed with the State Superintendent of Education. Names of each per- 
son serving on a local textbook selection committee shall also be filed 
with the State Superintendent of Education. In order to qualify as a 
member of the committee, each member of the local textbook committee 
and its secretary shall make an affidavit to be filed with the county or 
city board of education within ten days after notice of his appointment 
that he will discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a 
member or as secretary of the said textbook committee; that he has 
no interest, directly, or indirectly, in any contract that may be made 
under this act for the purchase of textbooks; that he has no interest 
as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as representative of au- 
thor or publisher of any textbooks; that he has no pecuniary interest, 
directly or indirectly, in the business or profits of any person, firms, 
or corporations engaged in manufacturing, publishing, or selling text- 
books; that he will not accept any emolument or promise of future re- 
ward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, his agent, or any- 
one interested in or intending to bias his judgment in any way in the 
selection of any textbook for adoption. Members shall serve for terms 
of three years, except that the initial appointments shall be made 
in such a manner that one-third of the members of each committee shall 
serve for terms of one, two, and three years respectively. 


Section 10. Local textbook committees shall meet on call of the 
chairman of local boards of each school system for the purpose of se- 
lecting textbooks from the list of adoptions by the State Board of Edu- 
cation or, if authorized by law applicable to such local system, to select 
textbooks from a list submitted to the committee for consideration by 
the proper local authority. No textbook shall be used in any public 
school of this state unless selected by a local textbook committee from 
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the list of textbooks adopted by the State Board of Education or as 
otherwise provided by law. Publishers shall furnish samples of all 
State adopted textbooks to each separate City and County Board of 
Education for evaluation by the local textbook selection committee. One 
copy of each textbook adopted by the local textbook committee shall be 
retained by the City or County Board of Education as official samples. 
All samples not adopted by the local boards shall be returned to the 
publishers at the expense of the publishers, and those adopted shall 
become the property of the local Boards of Education. Those local 
school systems currently having the right to adopt and use textbooks 
that are not on the state list of adoptions shall continue to have such 
right under this Act, and the cost and expense of acquiring such text- 
books shall be paid from funds credited to the local systems in the State 
Textbook Fund. 


Section 11. The adoption of a textbook by a majority vote of the 
local committee shall be for a period of six years and may not be 
changed within such period of time unless such change has been au- 
thorized by the State Board or as otherwise authorized by law. The 
Superintendent of Education of each local school system shall not later 
than 30 days after the date of such adoptions file a report with the 
State Superintendent of Education listing the titles, the name of the 
authors, the publishers and the date of adoption of each textbook. 


Section 12. Each year, before the organizational meeting of the 
State Textbook Committee, the State Board of Education, through the 
State Superintendent of Education, shall advertise in such manner and 
for such length of time and at such places as considered advisable that 
at a certain time and place determined by the Board sealed bids or 
proposals will be received from publishers for furnishing school text- 
books. The bids or proposals for each book shall be based upon a 
contract period of not less than six years and shall be accompanied 
by a specimen copy of each book proposed to be so furnished. Pub- 
lishers shall furnish samples of each textbook submitted for adoption 
to each member of the State Textbook Committee. After the official 
adoption by the State Board of Education, all samples furnished by the 
publishers to the State Textbook Committee, the State Board of Edu- 
cation or any member thereof shall be and become the property of 
the State Board of Education, subject to its rules and regulations. 


Section 13. The maximum price at which the State Board of Ed- 
ucation shall contract to pay f.o.b. the local County or City Board of Ed- 
ucation for any books to be used in the public schools of this state 
shall not exceed the minimum price at which the publisher sells such 
books in wholesale quantities, f.o.b., the publisher’s publishing house, 
after all discounts have been deducted. Any contract made for the pur- 
chase of books for use in the public schoois of this state ai a price 
higher than such determined maximum shall be void. Every contract 
entered into under the provisions of this Act by the State Board of 
Education and any publisher or publishing company shall contain a 
provision that the publisher covenants and agrees that he is not fur- 
nishing under contract executed after the first day of January of the 
year in which the contract becomes effective, to any state, county, or 
school district in the United States, the textbooks embraced in the 
contract at a price below the price stipulated therein; that the publisher 
further covenants and agrees that if at any time during the period of 
the contract the textbooks therein named shall be contracted for at a 
price to any state, county or school district in the United States, lower 
than the price agreed upon in the contract, then that lower price shall 
become the contract price between the Board and the publisher named 
therein; that the publisher further covenants and agrees that if, at any 
time during the period of the contract, any editions of the textbooks 
therein named similar to the official copy on file in the office of the 
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State Superintendent of Education shall be contracted for at a lower 
price with any state, county or school district in the United States, 
the Board may at its option substitute for the edition therein con- 
tracted for the said similar edition at said lower price. If the State 
Board of Education shall find that any such book or books so contracted 
for are being sold at a lower contract price in any other state than 
the price for which they are being sold to Alabama, the contract shall 
be forfeited. Each contract shall provide that in the event of viola- 
tion of this pricing agreement such contractor shall return all money 
collected for such books and also forfeit said book or books to the 
state, this being the agreed measure of punitive damages. Suit may 
be brought in the name of the State on the bond of the contractor 
for all losses sustained, and any sum recovered shall be deposited to 
the credit of the State Textbook Fund. 


Section 13-A. The State Board of Education shall have no power or 
authority to enter into any contract or arrangement for furnishing text- 
books or providing a depository for textbooks or delivering textbooks 
except as herein provided. All authority heretofore granted to the 
State Board of Education with respect to such matters is hereby re- 
voked and the statutes granting such power and authority are hereby 
repealed. Any contract or arrangement hereafter made for acquir- 
ing or delivering textbooks otherwise than as specifically herein pro- 
vided shall be null and void. 


Section 14. Upon receipt of a requisition, approved by the State 
Superintendent of Education, the publisher shall ship books ordered 
direct. Ve the local County or City Board of Education, shipping charges 
prepaid. 


Section 15. A provision shall be incorporated in all contracts with 
textbook publishers that local Boards of Education shall be permitted to 
purchase with local funds textbooks for free distribution at the same 
price at which the state is permitted to purchase such books with state 
funds. Contracts with publishers shall also provide that the publisher 
opal replace defective or substandard books without cost to the pur- 
chaser. 


Section 16. All books contracted for shall be shipped upon requi- 
sitions of the State Superintendent of Education. The State Superin- 
tendent shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a County or 
City Superintendent of Education, either revise or return for revision 
or approve such requisition and order the publisher or publishers with 
whom contracts have been made to forward to any such County or 
City Superintendent the books ordered by such approved requisition. 
The publisher, publishing company, shipping such books shall prepare 
quadruplicate invoices or bills for the books so shipped. One copy 
shall be mailed to the State Superintendent of Education, and the other 
three to the County or City Superintendent of Education to whom the 
books are shipped. 


Section 17. The State Board of Education shall provide sufficient 
textbooks for the free use of all pupils enrolled in the public schools 
of the State so that no pupil shall be without a textbook except in 
courses of study which do not require one book for each pupil and except 
in courses of study not prescribed by the State Courses of Study Com- 
mittee. Any provision herein to the contrary notwithstanding, all ap- 
propriations, rebates from any textbook depository under prior contract 
or funds otherwise available for the purchase of textbooks by the state 
shall be expended first to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil 
in the first grade to have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use 
in the first grade, second to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil 
in the second grade to have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use 
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in the second grade, and so forth in the order of grades until the funds 
available for state furnished textbooks shall have been exhausted; pro- 
vided, however, that in courses, such as reading, where several text- 
books are used one after another, it shall be considered a sufficient 
compliance with the requirements of this section if each school sys- 
tem shall have sufficient textbooks for each such course for each pupil 
in each grade to have one of the books currently being used by the group 
or class to which such pupil is assigned. The superintendent of educa- 
tion of each county school system and the superintendent of city schools 
of each city school system shall on or before the first day of February 
in each year certify to the State Superintendent of Education either 
that the school system of which he is superintendent has sufficient 
books to comply fully with the preceding provision or the number of 
books of each title and each grade which are required for such school 
system to comply with the preceding provision. The State Superin- 
tendent of Education shall, on the basis of reports from local super- 
intendents hereinabove required, certify to the State Board of Education 
the exact deficiency in available textbooks for pupils enrolled in pub- 
lic schools in the state; and such deficiency shall be remedied by pro- 
viding additional textbooks, before the expenditure of any state funds 
for other textbooks. No book shall be furnished by the state to the 
pupils in any grade unless textbooks in each subject shall have been 
provided at state expense for every pupil enrolled in the next lower 
grade in the public schools in Alabama. 


Section 17-A. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform mea- 
sures and factors upon which each local school system’s pro rata share 
of the State Textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of total 
enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such other factors as 
may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the separate 
school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and March first of 
each year thereafter, the State Superintendent, subject to the Board’s 
approval, shall apportion to each of the several school systems a credit 
in the State Textbook Fund, which, except as herein provided, shall 
mark the maximum amount for which each County or City Super- 
intendent may requisition textbooks. 


Section 18. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable text- 
books which are under adoption contracts covering the scholastic years 
1965-1966 and 1966-1967. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall 
be not more than one-half of the retail price. The separate school boards 
of ihe Siate may, in their discrciion, uuihcrize the purchase of such 
other second hand textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth of the 
retail price of such books if such books are on the current list of state 
approved textbooks, or if such textbooks were adopted under authority 
of local legislation and if supplementary purchases of such books can be 
made under prices established under a current publisher’s contract with 
the state or local board. Such additional secondhand textbooks may 
eontinue to be used in the public schools of the state without regard 
to the expiration date of the period of adoption, if, in the judgment of the 
local school board, continued use of such book is justified in the light 
of sound educational criteria and if economies can be effected by the 
continued use of such books in any school of such system, and such 
continued use is approved by the State Board of Education. 


Section 19. The County of City Superintendent of Education, upon 
recepit of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forthwith de- 
termine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or bills, 
and if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices, one 
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copy of which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Education, 
and one copy to the shipper, the depository or publisher as the case may 
be, upon approval of the State Superintendent, payment shall be made 
for such purchase and charged against that portion of the State Text- 
book Fund which has been credited to the particular county or city 
school system. 


Section 20. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each City and County Board of Education 
shall provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used text- 
books, and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks 
among the several counties and local school systems in accordance with 
their respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and accurate 
system of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed both with- 
in the county and the city systems and exchanged among the county and 
city systems. The county and city boards shall also provide for the 
repair of used textbooks, and in compliance with the advice of the 
State Board of Health, the occasion for and manner of fumigation of 
used textbooks so as to protect pupils from any diseases which may 
be transmitted through the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 21. The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all textbooks delivered to the county and city superintendents 
of education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
herein provided for, and the State Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts shall make periodic audits of all books and records pertain- 
ing to the textbooks which have been so furnished at state expense, 
requiring a complete accounting for all such textbooks and shall ascer- 
tain and certify that the total inventory of state-owned books for each 
subject shall not exceed by five percent (5%) the total number of pu- 
pils enrolled in the grades and subjects for which the books were pur- 
chased. Any necessary blanks or forms required to assist in the order- 
ly effectuation of this program shall be prescribed and furinshed by 
the State Superintendent to each local Superintendent and the ex- 
pense thereof paid from the funds allotted for the administration of 
the State Textbook Fund. 


Section 22. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state, and when distributed to pupils shall be 
retained for normal use only during the period they are engaged in a 
course of study for which the textbooks are selected. At the completion 
of each course of study or otherwise at the instructions of the principal 
or teacher in charge, such textbcoks shall be returned as directed. A 
receipt shall be required from each pupil, parent or guardian upon 
issuance of any textbook which receipt shall be retained until the re- 
turn of such textbook. The parent, guardian, or other person having 
custody of a child to whom such state-owned textbooks are issued shall 
be held liable for any loss, abuse, or damage in excess of that which 
would result from the normal use of such textbooks. In computing the 
loss or damage of a textbook which has been in use for a year or more, 
the basis of computation shall be a variable of fifty to seventy-five 
per cent of the original cost of the book to the state. In such parent, 
guardian or person having custody of such child to whom the text- 
book was issued fails to pay such assessed damages within 30 days aft- 
er notification, such student shall not be entitled to further use of 
state-owned textbooks until remittance of the amount of loss or dam- 
age shall be made. All remittances for damages shall be deposited 
to the credit of the City or County Textbook Fund and may be used 
for the repair, maintenance, and replacement of textbooks. The respec- 
tive county and City Boards of Education may waive the payment as 
provided herein if in their judgment the respective parent or guardian 
is not financially able to do so. 
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Section 22-A. Each of the several local city and county school 
systems who now have on hand an inventory of books that have been 
purchased with local funds shall be given credit for such books on the 
same basis as used books shall be purchased from students under the 
provisions of Section 18 of this Act. Such credit shall be issued by the 
State Superintendent of Education against the State Textbook Fund and 
shall not be deducted from such local system’s normal textbook alloca- 
tion and such credits shall be paid in cash to each local board of 
education to be added to their general funds and to be expended in 
any manner deemed advisable by such local board. 


Section 23. It shall be the duty of each County or City Superinten- 
dent of Education, subject to the rules and regulations prescribed and 
approved by the State Board of Education, to furnish estimates of the 
number of textbooks which will be needed in his school system during 
the next ensuing school year. He shall also provide for the safe stor- 
age of all textbooks shipped to him and in the case of used textbooks, 
provide for the collection, storage, and maintenance, including neces- 
sary repairs, renovation and fumigation. He shall maintain at all 
times an accurate and up to date inventory and shall keep on file such 
accounting records as may be required or which he may find to be 
necessary. 


Section 24. Pupils enrolled in the public schools may buy their 
own books at state prices plus handling charges, and in all contracts 
made with publishers shall so provide. All books issued by the separate 
schools and school systems may be used by pupils to whom issued in 
the same manner and to the same extent as though such books were 
owned by the pupils, their parents or guardians as the case may be, 
except that such pupils, parent, or guardian shall be liable for such 
rie oe damage to books as hereinabove provided, and for the return 
thereof. 


Section 25. No member of the State Board of Education shall have 
an interest, directly or indirectly, in any contract that might be made 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act for the purchase of textbooks by 
the State, nor shall he have any interest as an author, an associate author, 
a publisher, a representative or agent of an author or of a publisher of 
any textbook, nor shall he have any pecuniary interest, directly or 
indirectly, in the business or profits of any person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged in the manufacturing, publishing or selling of textbooks 
nor shall he accept any emolument, promise of future reward, or con- 
sideration of value of any kind from any publisher of textbooks or his 
agent. Each member of the State Board of Education shall, before 
qualifying, take the oath of office required by Section 9 of this Act in 
the case of members of iocal textbook commiitees. Any viclation of 
this provision shall be unlawful. Upon conviction of any such viola- 
tion such person shail be subject to a fine not exceeding $10,000.00 
or five years in the state penitentiary or both and his office as a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education shall be forfeited. 


Section 26. All laws and parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 


Section 27. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 28. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend further Act No. 466 H. 928, Regular Session 1939 (Local 
Acts 1939, p. 280), which regulates the practice of barbering in Madison 
County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 466, H. 928, Regular Session 1939 
(Local Acts 1939, p. 280), an act to regulate, define, and license bar- 
bering in Madison County, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or individual to 
practice or attempt to practice the business of barbering for the general 
public in Madison County without first obtaining a certificate of registra- 
tion as a registered barber, or a temporary permit to practice barbering, 
pursuant to this act.” 
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Section 2. Section 7 of said act of 1939 is amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 7. Neither the owner nor manager of a barber shop shall 
permit any person to work in said shop as a barber, or apprentice, or 
student who has not first obtained a certificate of registration provided 
for in this act, or who does not hold a valid temporary permit to practice 
barbering pursuant to this act, and such manager or owner shall not 
knowingly permit or suffer any employee, barber, apprentice or student 
in said shop to violate any of the provisions of this act, or any of the 
Beary brovasipne of the State of Alabama or of the health department 
° e state. 


Section 3. Section 8 of said act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. No person shall operate any barger shop in a residence 
or dwelling house while any part of such residence or dwelling house 
is being used at the same time for living and resident purposes. No 
such barber shop shall be operated in any place where foodstuffs are 
handled or sold unless the walls or partition of that part of the building 
occupied by such barber shop shall reach and extend from the floor to 
the ceiling.” 


Section 4. Section 9 of said act as heretofore amended by Act 
No. 659, H. 1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended 
further to read as follows: 


“Section 9. A person shall be qualified to receive an examination 
for an apprentice certificate of registration, if such person is at least 
eighteen years and six months of age, is a graduate of a reputable 
barber school, and in of good moral character and temperate habits. 
A person shall be qualified to receive an examination for a master barber 
certificate of registration, if such person has practiced as a registered 
apprentice for not less than twenty-four months under the personal 
supervision of a registered barber, or is the holder of a certificate of 
registration from any other county in the State of Alabama, or is the 
holder of a valid license issued by any other state, and is of good moral 
character and temperate habits. Any person qualified to receive an 
examination for a master barber certificate shall be qualified for a 
temporary permit. The examinations shall be conducted by the Madison 
County Board of Barber Examiners, to determine the applicants’ fitness 
to practice barbering in Madison County, and such examinations shall be 
based on the fundamentals and scientific principles of barbering.” 


Section 5. Section 12 of said act is amended as follows: 


“Section 12. No person shall engage in the practice of barbering 
either as an apprentice, or as a barber, in the county of Madison unless 
he shall have first obtained a certificate of Health from a reputable, 
licensed, practicing physician of the county of Madison, which said certifi- 
cate of health shall show applicant to be in good health, free from all dis- 
eases, such as tuberculosis, granulated eyelid, ringworm, barber’s itch, 
eczema, syphillis, and gonorrhea. Such medical and physical examination 
of the applicant must be made, and such certificate of health must be 
issued not more than 10 days before the date of the examination of 
said applicant by the county board of barber examiners or the issuance 
of a temporary permit to practice barbering.” 


Section 6. Section 13 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 
1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 13. Every applicant for a certificate of registration shall 
apply to the county board of barber examiners upon blanks provided 
by the county board of barber examiners for that purpose and each 
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application shall be accompanied by the payment of a fee of fifty dollars 
to be paid to the county board of barber examiners to cover the cost 
of the examination. If upon review of such application the county 
board of barber examiners determines that an applicant is qualified to 
receive an examination for a master barber certification of registration 
the board shall, upon the request of such applicant accompanied by a 
certificate of health and a fee of not more than ten dollars as may be 
fixed by the board of county commissioners, issue to the applicant a 
temporary permit authorizing him to practice barbering for not more 
than sixty days. If, after the examination, the board finds the applicant 
to be qualified to practice barbering, or serve as an apprentice, as the 
case may be, the board shall, upon the payment of twelve dollars and 
fifty cents by the applicant, issue to the applicant a certificate of 
registration authorizing him to practice barbering, or serve as an 
apprentice in the county of Madison, and said certificate shall remain 
in effect until the thirty-first day of December of the year which it is 
issued. Said certificate of registration shall be renewed on the first day 
of January of each succeeding year by the board upon the payment 
by the holder of such certificate of a fee of twelve dollars and fifty 
cents, and the filing with the board of a certificate of health, which 
shall be dated not more than ten days prior to the application for said 
renewal certificate.” 


Section 7. Section 14 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 
1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 14. The county board of barber examiners shall be 
appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, 
Alabama, and shall consist of four members, three of whom shall be 
practicing barbers who shall have been engaged in such practice for 
a period of not Jess than ten-years, three years of which shall have 
been in the county of Madison. The fourth member of said board shall 
be the county health officer, who shall be ex-officio chairman of said 
board. Each of said three barber members of said board shall serve 
for a period of three years and until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, except, however, that the first appointments to be made here- 
under shall be made as follows: One barber member for a term of 
three years; one barber member for a term to two years; and one barber 
member for a term of one year. The members of said board shall be 
appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison County 
within thirty days subsequent to the taking effect of this act, and shall 
be entitled to a certificate of appointment signed by members of the 
Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, Alabama. Each 
barber member of the board of barber examiners shall receive as compen- 
suliuon fur his services such an amount, not to oxceed fifteen dollars ner 
day, as may be fixed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison 
County, for not to exceed sixty days during any calendar year; and the 
compensation of the members and the other expenses of the board made in 
the execution and carrying out of this act shall be paid out of the county 
treasury, as herein provided, except that at no time shall the expenses of 
the board be greater than the amount paid into the county treasury by 
said county board of barber examiners. All fees and charges collected by 
the county board of barber examiners under the provisions of this act shall 
be paid into the county treasury and constitute a separate fund to be 
disbursed by the governing body of the county on order of the board 
of barber examiners with the approval of the chairman of the board of 
county commissioners. And all moneys remaining in said separate fund 
at the end of the fiscal year not expended as herein provided shall 
become a part of the general fund of the county. The board shall elect 
a president and a secretary-treasurer. Not less than two members of 
the board shall meet upon call of the president to examine applicants 
for certificates of registration and pass upon their qualifications to 
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practice barbering. The health officer of Madison County shall be 
responsible for the enforcement of the sanitary provisions of this act, 
and shall make sanitary inspections of all barber shops at least once a 
month, and at any time that he may be called upon to do so by a 
majority of the members of the county board of barber examiners. All 
inspections shall be made during regular business hours of the barber 
shops. The county board of barber examiners shall be charged and held 
responsible for the enforcement of this act.” 


Section 8. Section 18 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 1110, 
is dered Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to read as 
ollows: 


“Section 18. Any person guilty of a violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for sixty days in 
the county jail, or both fine and imprisonment for the first offense, 
and upon being convicted of a second violation of any of the provisions 
of this act, such person shall be subject to the penalties as heretofore 
prescribed, and in addition thereto, the certificate of registration shall be 
revoked by the county board of barber examiners. Such order of 
revocation shall be supplied to the violator and to the county health 
officer, and it shall be unlawful for such person to further practice 
barbering in the county of Madison. Each day a violation of the pro- 
visions of this act continues shall constitute a separate offense.” 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To amend Act No. 134 adopted at the First Extraordinary 
Session of 1964 of the Legislature of Alabama to clarify the provisions 
of said act relating to the use of proceeds from the sale of bonds 
authorized by the said act. 


Mr. Taylor, Chairman of the STANDING COMMITTEE on Munici- 
palities and Municipal Organizations, reported that said Committee, in 
Session, had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to 
the Senate with a favorable report, and it was read a second time and 
placed on the calendar, to-wit: 


By Mr. Pennington et al: 


H. 106. To amend the title and Sections 1, 4 and 5 of Act No. 516, 
General Laws of Alabama, approved September 9, 1955 (Acts of Ala- 
bama, 1955, pp. 1160, et seq.) entitled, “AN ACT To provide for and au- 
thorize for any municipality in the State the incorporation of a board, as 
a public corporation, for the purpose of acquiring, owning, leasing, equip- 
ping, improving, maintaining, and enlarging a medical clinic within the 
municipality; to provide for the powers, authority, and duties of such 
board; to authorize each such board to borrow money and issue revenue 
bonds, payable solely from the rentals and other revenues derived from 
the medical clinic or its facilities financed by such bond issue; to au- 
thorize the board to pledge its rentals and other revenues for the payment 
of such bonds; to regulate the issuance, sale, and refunding of such bonds 
and other matters in connection therewith; to exempt from taxation the 
properties acquired under authority of this Act and the rentals thereof, 
the bonds and income therefrom, mortgages executed as security there- 
for, and lease agreements made hereunder, and all documents executed 
by or delivered to any corporation organized hereunder; to provide that 
the bonds issued by such board shall be legal investments for savings 
banks and insurance companies organized under the laws of Alabama; 
and to prescribe the purposes for which the proceeds derived from the 
sale of such bonds may be used” so as to set forth as the legislative pur- 
pose that such medical clinic boards shall be public agencies and instru- 
mentalities of the State of Alabama to promote the acquisition of health 
facilities in order to promote the public health of the people of Alabama; 
so as to make it clear that under said Act a municipality may grant au- 
thority for the incorporation of more than one medical clinic board and 
so as to make it clear that any such medical clinic board may acquire one 
or more medical clinics; so as to make it clear that a “medical clinic” 
includes one or more buildings or facilities which serve to promote the 
public health by providing places of diagnosis, treatment of sick and in- 
jured persons, for research with respect thereto, and including, without 
limitation, hospitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, offices for persons en- 
gaged in diagnosis and treatment or cure of sick or injured persons, and 
buildings for service, equipment and records used for the foregoing pur- 
poses; so as to make it clear that ‘clinical facilities’ include real property, 
buildings, parking areas, garages, storage facilities, outbuildings, ma- 
chinery, equipment, furniture and fixtures useful or desirable in the 
operation of a medical clinic; so as to broaden the powers of such medi- 
cal clinic boards, clarify the provisions for the dissolution thereof, and 
authorize facsimile signatures in the execution of bonds or coupons, and. 
make amendments incidental thereto; so as to make it clear that such 
medical clinics may be established in or within fifteen (15) miles of the 
corporate limits of the municipality, provided that if such a clinic is 
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established outside of the county there must be approval of the govern- 
ing body of the county in which it is so established.

Whereas Mr. Martin contributed immeasurably to the development 
of industry in Alabama. From his employment in 1912 as general counsel 
for Alabama Power Company he became a vice president of that com- 
pany in 1915, its president in 1920, and chairman of the board of directors 
in 1949 and until his death, and is the only exception to the company’s 
rule of retiring at the age of 65. Mr. Martin helped arrange for con- 
trol of Alabama Power Company to rest in the hands of Alabamians, 
and instigated the company’s industrial development board, the first 
of its kind in the nation. One of Alabama’s largest hydroelectric devel- 
opments, Martin Dam, is named in his honor; and, fittingly, Lake Martin 
is said to be the largest man-made lake in the world: and 


Whereas Mr. Martin’s ideas led to the founding of innumerable 
worthwhile organizations, such as the Alabama State Chamber of 
Commerce in 1937; the Southern Research Institute in 1941, a non-profit 
organization supported by business and industry to provide needed 
technological facilities and research for Southern industry; the Coosa 
River Newsprint Co., which grew from his work as chairman of the 
Talladega County War Plants Conversion Committee in 1944-48; the 
Committee of 100 of the Birmingham-Area Chamber of Commerce in 
eet an industry-seeking group that has been copied by other cities; 
an 


Whereas Mr. Martin gave of his time and financial resources in the 
interest of charity and improved health programs. For years he was 
president of the Community Chest of Birmingham, and the Alabama 
Heart Association was formed as a result of his serving on the American 
Heart Association’s national campaign planning committee in 1948. 


Whereas Mr. Martin's interest in the preservation oi Alabama's 
historical contributions led to the organization in 1948 of the Gorgas 
Hall of Fame Committee to honor Dr. William C. Gorgas, and the 
creation in July, 1956, of Horseshoe Bend National Military Park, of 
which he was particularly proud; and 


Whereas Mr. Martin accepted with modesty and humility the endless 
honors and titles accorded him during his lifetime. Among these 
were the following: “South’s Man of the Year” ‘in 1946; one of 
“America’s 50 Foremost Business Leaders” in 1947; a citation by the 
Southern Association of Science and Industry for distinguished service, 
recognizing his contributions to the South’s scientific and industrial 
development, and “Birmingham’s Man of the Year” in 1950; the first 
nominee for Alabama’s then recently created Hall of Fame in 1951; 
“Management Man of the Year” by the National Management Association, 
and the first honor ever given an individual by the Edison Electric Com- 
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pany for his “outstanding contributions to the electric power industry 
and the industrial, civic, cultural, and human welfare of his native state 
of Alabama, of the South, and of the nation,” in 1960; a Joint Resolution 
of the Alabama Legislature in 1961 proclaiming his birthday, August 13, 
“Thomas W. Martin Day” in honor of Alabama’s foremost citizen; and 
“Birmingham’s Humanitarian of the Year” in 1964 by that city’s B’nai 
B’rith lodge; and 


Whereas three foreign countries also bestowed their appreciation 
and recognition upon Mr. Martin: France presented its Palmes 
Academiques and proclaimed him an officier d’Academie, the highest

__ I am returning to you, the Body in which this bill originated, House 
Bill 21, with a suggested executive amendment. 


_ Amend said House Bill 21 by striking therefrom Section 2 in its en- 
tirety and substitute in lieu thereof Section 2 to read as follows: 


._ ‘Section 2. The said gross receipts taxes, sales taxes and use taxes 
levied as privilege licenses by the Town of Red Bay, within the cor- 
porate limits thereof or within the police jurisdiction, shall be collected 
by the State Department of Revenue of Alabama at the same time and 
along with the collection by such department of taxes levied and col- 
lected for the State of Alabama under the provisions of Articles 10 and 
11, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama of 1940, as now or hereafter 
amended, supplemented and existing. The State Department of Revenue 
shall prepare and distribute such reports, forms and other information as 
may be necessary for the collection of the gross receipts taxes, sales 
taxes and license taxes now, heretofore or hereafter levied by the mu- 
nicipal governing body of the Town of Red Bay, and shall have all the 
authority and duties in connection with such taxes as are now given 
by law to the State Department of Revenue of Alabama in connection 
with the collection of the sales and use taxes levied by state law and 
provided for by said Articles 10 and 11, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended or rewritten and existing. It shall be the 
duty of the State Department of Revenue to pay into the State Treas- 
ury all taxes collected under this act; and on or before the first day 
of the following month, the Commissioner of Revenue shall certify to the 
Comptroller, as well as to the Mayor of Red Bay, the amount of special 
taxes levied and collected under the provisions of this act for the use 
and benefit of Red Bay during the calendar month immediately preceding 
the making of such certificate. Whereupon it shall be the duty of the 
Comptroller to issue his warrant on the State Treasury payable for the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been 
collected for the use of the Town of Red Bay and paid into the State 
Treasury. The Department of Revenue shall charge the municipality for 
collecting such sales and use taxes, the cost of making such collections, 
provided, however, that such charge shall not exceed 10% of the amount 
collected. The State Comptroller shall each month draw his warrant 
on the funds collected hereunder payable to the Department of Revenue 
for the amount of such charges. Such charge for collecting said special 
taxes shall be deducted monthly from the special gross receipts taxes 
or sales taxes and the special use taxes collected in that month before 
certifying the amount of special sales or gross receipts taxes and special 
use taxes due the Town of Red Bay for said month.

or supplementary thereto, except where inapplicable or where herein 
otherwise provided, including the provisions for the enforcement and 
collection of such taxes when said ordinance or resolution is duly promul- 
gated and adopted by the governing body of the municipality and when 
a certified copy of said ordinance or resolution has been filed with the 
Department of Revenue. Such municipal sales and use taxes shall be 
collected by the Department of Revenue at the same time and along 
with the collection by the Department of taxes levied and collected for 
the State of Alabama under the provisions of the laws referred to above 
and all laws amendatory thereof, and all reports required to be made 
to the Commissioner of Revenue hereunder shall, on request to the De- 
partment of Revenue, be made available for inspection by the governing 
body of the municipality or its designated agent at reasonable times dur- 
ing business hours. 


The Department of Revenue shall charge the municipality for col- 
lecting such sales and use taxes, the cost of making such collections, pro- 
vided, however, that such charge shall not exceed Ten Percent (10%) 
of the amount so collected. 


The Department of Revenue shall have full authority to employ such 
special counsel as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce collec- 
tion of said municipal sales and use taxes and otherwise to enforce the 
the provisions of the ordinance or resolution levying such taxes, including 
any litigation required, and the cost shall be payable from the 
proceeds a the taxes payable to the municipality under the provisions 
of this act. 


If the municipality should decide to discontinue availing itself of the 
methods prescribed by this act for the collection of sales and use taxes 
it shall file a certified copy of the resolution so declaring with the De- 
partment of Revenue, whereupon the duties imposed upon the Depart- 
ment of Revenue hereby shall no longer be required of it. 

This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report 
that said Committee, in session, has compared the following enrolled 
Senate Bills with the original Senate Bills, respectively, and finds 
same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


S. 1. To amend Act No. 461 adopted at the 1963 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama so as to permit the dissolution of any 
Water Authority heretofore or hereafter organized under that Act, 
which shall not have acquired any property or shall have transferred all 
its assets to others, and which shall have no debts or liabilities except as 
shall have been assumed by another public corporation, and so as to 
provide the procedure for such dissolution, and so as to provide that 
nothing in said Act shall be construed to supersede the duties and 
powers of the State Board of Health. 


Also: 


S. 42. To authorize Alabama State Docks Department, with the 
approval of the Governor, to sell and issue from time to time not ex- 
ceeding $3,000,000 principal amount of bonds in addition to those here- 
tofore authorized; to provide that the proceeds of said bonds shall be 
used for the payment of expenses of issuing said additional bonds, and 
for the construction, improvement and equipment of additional seaport 
facilities within the State; to permit the issuance hereunder of addi- 
tional parity bonds, secured on a parity of lien with all bonds issued

or contest the validity of any such bonds or any proceedings author- 
izing the same or any pledge or instrument securing the same; to pro- 
vide that all bonds and notes issued hereunder and the income there- 
from shall be exempt from all taxation; and to provide that bonds and 
notes issued hereunder shall be deemed negotiable instruments, and 
may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State of Alabama or of any 
instrumentality or agency of the State, and shall be lawful investments 
for fiduciary funds; and to provide for the disposition of the revenues 
of the said Department while any of said bonds or notes are outstanding.

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 6:30 P. M. having arrived, on motion of Mr. Brannan, 
and in accordance with Joint Resolution heretofore adopted, the Senate 
repaired to the Hall of the House of Representatives for the purpose 
of hearing the message of His Excellency, the Governor. 


The Joint Session was called to order by Honorable James B. Allen, 
President and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


A quorum of the Legislature was present. 


Thereupon Honorable George C. Wallace, Governor of Alabama, wag 
escorted to the Chair and delivered his address to the Legislature of 
Alabama, in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 
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SPEECH BY 
GOVERNOR GEORGE C. WALLACE 
JOINT SESSION, ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 
MARCH 18, 1965 
6:30 P. M. 


Governor Allen, Mr. Speaker, Senator Mathews and members of 
the Joint Session of the Legislature of Alabama assembled: 


We see a most unprecedented order — unprecedented in the annals 
of American history having been rendered by a Federal Court here in 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


We stopped the so-called march from Selma to Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, because we understood ourselves that at that time what a collosal 
undertaking it would be to provide safety and security, not only to 
the marchers but the vehicular traffic of the other citizens of this 
State and Nation who customarily used that highway. 


To show you that we understood when others did not, and evi-. 
dently the Federal Courts did not, I have a telegram in my hand from 
one of the leaders of the march that says we expect you to meet health 
and safety needs of 5000 marchers. 


The telegram addressed to me, the Governor of Alabama. To meet 
health and safety needs of 5000 marchers Sunday 21 of March, over 
12 miles of U. S. Highway 380, of 300 marchers Monday 22, Tuesday 23, 
Wednesday 24, and Thursday March 25 on the same highway to Mont- 
gomery; of 5,000-10,000 demonstrators who need some facilities within 
Montgomery, Thursday 25 on the final 4 miles to State Capitol. 


- State responsibility can be met adequately by providing the follow- 
ing minimum needs: six equipped ambulances; two mobile aid sta- 
tions; nine 300 gallon water trailers; portable toilet facilities; two 
rubbish disposal trucks and containers; mobile radio communications 
for coordination; adequate medical personne] — physicians, nurses and 
aidmen; State control, protection and coordination of all above medical 
and public health activities. The original sent to Governor Wallace, 
copies to Hosea Williams, SCLC, Auburn Avenue, Atlanta; Randolph . 
Blackwell, Southern Conference Leadership, Auburn Avenue, Atlanta; 
Col. Albert Lingo, Executive Offices of Alabama, State Troopers, State 
Capitol, Montgomery, Alabama; Dr. Fred Solomon, College of Medi- 
cine, Howard University, Washington, D. C. 


Signed Aaron O. Wells, M.D., Medical Committee for Human Rights, 
Hosea Williams, Coordinator of March on Montgomery, Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference. 


Great and dedicated men of the past worked diligently and honestly 
to establish the integrity and the justice of our court system. 


From their work has come a faith by the people in the Courts and 
a dignity and respect accorded the courts that has been the rock upon 
which our house of freedom has rested — but of course that integrity 
and faith has been shaken in the last number of years. 


Now they say our Courts are too slow. We must therefore sub- 
mit to the speedier experiences of mob rule. That a Federal Judge 
concurs and prostitutes our law in favor of that mob rule while 
hypocritically wearing the robes and clothed in the respect built by 
great and honest men is a tragedy and a sorrow beyond any words. 
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Here are a few examples of what Judge Johnson embraces as 
“peaceful demonstrations”: 


These demonstrators, wielding knives, have slashed the clothing 
of law enforcement officers. They have thrown bricks and bottles at 
law enforcement officers and at passing automobiles, including a car 
driven by a member of the Alabama Legislature. 


They have smashed windows, have invaded courtrooms in Perry and 
Dallas Counties. They have laid down in the streets, refusing to let even 
ambulances pass through. They have invaded the front yards and 
front porches of private homes and refused to move. 


They have been granted the right to deny the use of public 
streets and sidewalks to other citizens to the exclusive use of the demon- 
strators. 


They are mobs employing the street warfare tactics of the Commu- 
nist and it is upon these people and upon their anarchy that a Federal 
Judge, presiding over a mock court, places a stamp of approval as 
their “rights”, 


And now that Federal Judge compounds the anarchy by ordering 
oe State of Alabama to protect this street army on its march from 
elma. 


Perhaps it would be well to see what plans were necessary for 
a one day demonstration in Washington. Official sources tell us what 
ue Federal Government did to keep the march on Washington peace- 
ul. 


Under military planning directed by Lt. Colonel John Downey, 
4,000 combat troops including one Marine Battalion were stationed in 
Washington and maintained on an alert status. 


In addition to these troops, the Army provided an additional 2,500 
combat battalion troops which were held available at Army Posts on 
the outskirts of Washington. 


Twenty-six teams of two to four men a team were assigned 
to selected areas of Washington for the purpose of observing and re- 
porting any disorder. 


All leave for members of the Police Department was canceled for 
the week of August 25 in order that the Force would be at its full 
strength of 2,900 men. 


In addition 500 civilian reserves were on duty in outlying precincis 
to preserve the peace around the perimeter of the district. 


In fact, without going into any more details it took nearly 30,000 
people to provide a peaceful march of one day in Washington and it 
cost $805,000 for the one day in Washington. 


We have reliable information that over 200 nationally known en- 
tertainers are coming into this state for this demonstration. The call 
has gone out from the demonstration leaders for every left-wing, pro- 
Communist, Fellow Traveller and Communist in the country to be 
here and we know that we can expect them along with the usual 
number of dupes and poor misguided individuals. 


Any reasonable person can see that this well planned, well financed 
assault is going to be much more difficult to control than was the 
one-day march on Washington. May I remind you again that we have 
practically all of the same groups behind the Alabama demonstrations 
who planned and instigated the Washington march. 
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If this financial burden were imposed upon the State, the money 
would be taken from moneys which otherwise would be used for the 
care of our sick and infirm, both white and Negro—which would 
provide for the care of tuberculosis patients, both white and Negro— 
which provide for our program for aid to depedent children, the ma- 
jority of whom are Negroes, and many other people of our State whose 
care and comfort and health depend on such funds. 


It would cost an estimated $350,000 to $400,000 of state funds to 
handle this march completely by ourselves in this city. 


We have 600 state troopers today who have been taken away from 
protecting the other people of our state in order to protect demon- 
strators and to police the areas in which they happen to be located. 


I am sure that if the facts were known there are a number of 
Alabamians who have met their deaths on the highways because of 
the lack of protection in the last number of weeks—etiher from drunken 
drivers or careless drivers who would have been taken off the high- 
ways had the law enforcement officials been carrying on their normal 
duties. 


We see today a foreign philosophy that says to the people “You 
need not bother to work and meet qualifications of a free man. All 
you must do is demonstrate and cause chaos and create a situation 
whereby our propagandists, masquerading as newsmen, may destroy 
faith in local law enforcement and may impugn the decency of local law 
enforcement so that we may take all police powers unto the central 
government.” 


That is the ominous price that the irresponsible demonstrators 
Bey ey of them communist-trained to bring about such a develop- 
ment. 


Such a development is taking place. And sadly, the Negroes used 
as tools in this traditional type of communist street warfare have no 
conception of the misery and slavery they are bringing to their chil- 
dren, 


Before the Civil Rights Act was passed by Congress, Mr. Robert 
Kennedy said, “If we can just pass this Act, it will take the issues 
out of the streets and put them in the court”. I said then it would do 
no such thing for the issue is but a single, clearly-defined issue — pre- 
servation or destruction of the United States of America. 


There shall be no end to the street chaos — only temporary respites 
while the collectivist press builds up another phony issue by which 
the aaa demonstrators may again take to the streets in riotous 
disorder. 


I say to you tonight that the street warfare and demonstrations 
that once plagued Czechoslovakia, that ripped Cuba apart, that de- 
stroyed Diem in Vietnam, that raped China—that has torn civilization 
and established institutions of this world into bloody shreds, now 
courses through the streets of America, rips asunder the town of Selma 
and laps at the doorstep of every American, black and white. 


I am the Governor of this State elected by you the people. I have 
fought for you and I have spoken across this land for you. I have 
kept faith with you. 


Tonight I would like to offer words that are something more than 
words of alarm. Not that I have anything against proper alarm—for 
were it not for the alarm sounded by Patrick Henry, we might not 
tonight be products of a free people. 
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Tonight, I should like to ask you—the people of Alabama—for 
restraint. I am asking you to stay away from the points of tension 
if at all. possible. 


I do not ask you for cowardice but I ask you for restraint in the 
same tradition that our outnumbered forefathers followed. I ask you 
nO to play into the hands of the enemies of our Nation and our free- 

om. 


I ask you to hold firm and I ask you to exercise that superior 
discipline that is yours. I ask you to do if you will the same as you 
did when I stood at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Please stay home. Let’s have 
peace. 


Outside the door of my office there stands a monument and on 
it these words are written: 


“Fame’s temple boasts no higher name, 
No King is grander on his throne; 

No glory shines with brighter gleam; 
The name of “Patriot” stands alone.” 


I ask you tonight for patriotism in its finest hour and its highest 
duty and I ask you too to restrain yourselves and I ask if at the time 
this march takes place if you will stay at your work bench, that 
you will stay at your home, and that you will let this matter be 
handled by those in authority. 


Our security forces have today told us after thorough studies what 
it will take to police this march. For maximum security on a fifty- 
mile walk, when there was only 10 miles to be secured in Washington, 
it will take 2057 personnel on a 24-hour shift, 163 cars and 15 buses. 


It will take 4114 men on a 12-hour shift and a like increase in the 
number of vehicles and on an 8-hour shift it will take 6171 law en- 
forcement personnel for maximum security. ; 


For limited security on a 24-hour shift it will take 772 personnel— 
on a 12-hour shift, 1544 and on an 8-hour shift, 2314. 


The other day the leader of the demonstrations said in an open Fed- 
eral Court that “I will not obey an unjust order’—he said “the order 
issued to me by the Federal Court was unjust and I do not have to 
obey an unjust order.” 


I say this order is unjust—I say that many orders of Federal Courts 
that have been issued are unjust. But whether they are unjust or 
not, if anarchy is not to nrevail, we must obey even though it be 


galling. 


Even though it provokes our heritage, we still must obey an order 
of a court when it becomes a final order. 


So we will obey—we will do our duty. We will not abdicate 
our responsibilities to provide protection in as best as we can because 
that is the duty of your Governor and the State. I said on national 
television that we would obey court orders even though those who 
lead demonstrations say that they will decide whether the order is 
just or unjust. In view of the circumstances outlined and with aware- 
ness of the serious nature of this insensible burden placed on the 
State of Alabama, I intend to call on the President of the United States 
to provide sufficient federal civil authorities or officers to provide 
for the safety and welfare of citizens in and along the route of the 
proposed march and to provide for the safety and welfare of the so- 
called demonstrators. I hope the Legislature of this State will approve. 
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The Federal courts have created this matter. They can help us 
out of the same. Let’s you and I—the people of Alabama—see that 
this march is peaceful. 


Let’s show the people of this Nation our superior discipline in 
times of distress and then when this march has been concluded peace- 
fully I shall ask, along with you, that those in authority who had in- 
fluence upon these to ask for a cessation of these continuous demon- 
strations and let the Courts of this land decide the issues involved. 


And I say to you in conclusion tonight that my prayers are that 
God will bless all the people of this great and sovereign state, both 
white and black, and say that our administration will continue to 
try to provide a better life for all the citizens of this state, regardless 
of their race, color, creed, religion or national origin. 


I sincerely hope that the Legislature of this state and the people 
we erg will stand with me in this crisis that we face here in 
abama.

WHEREAS, the President of the United States was unwilling or 
unable to provide the requested civil authorities or officers but has 
stated that he would federalize the Alabama National Guard if the 
Governor of Alabama was unwilling or unable to call the Alabama 
National Guard, and 


WHEREAS, it is the considered judgment of the Legislature of 
Alabama that the State has insufficient financial resources to meet 
the indeterminable burden of the expense of activating a large con- 
tingency of National Guardsmen for an indefinite period of time to en- 
force a Federal Court order, and 


WHEREAS, the State has incurred tremendous additional expenses 
to date in our efforts to maintain law and order in all of the towns 
and cities where the so-called demonstrations have occurred. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, BOTH HOUSES CONCURRING AS FOLLOWS: 


1. That the Governor of Alabama be requested to inform the 
President of the United States that the State of Alabama is willing to 
call the National Guard of this State to State active duty at any 
time to protect the life and property of the people of this State; however, 
the proposed march from Selma, Alabama, to Montgomery, Alabama, by 
so-called demonstrators, along a U. S. Highway has been sanctioned 
by a Federal Court and the financial resources of the Federal Govern- 
ment should be used to pay the cost of mobilization of the National 
Guard of Alabama. For this reason, as well as for the reasons herein- 
after set forth, the Legislature of Alabama is unwilling to recommend 
that the Guard be called. 


2. The State of Alabama is not financially able to pay the ex- 
penses of providing necessary protection to demonstrators without im- 
pairing the General Fund of this State which supports the hundreds of 
necessary services to the people of our State and which represents the 
only source of funds to this State. 


3. That future unrestricted activities of so-called demonstrators 
as may occur or be authorized by future Federal Court orders makes 
it impossible for the Legislature to determine the costs which will be 
incurred to provide for the safety and welfare of the people of our 
State and. of the so-called demonstrators. 


4. That it is the opinion of the Legislature that we are financially 
unable to bear the expense of calling the Alabama National Guard to 
State active duty without jeopardizing the essential functions of the 
State of Alabama and we respectfully request the Governor of this 
State to inform the President of the United States of this fact.

To amend the title and Sections 1, 4 and 5 of Act No. 516, 
General Laws of Alabama, approved September 9, 1955 (Acts of Ala- 
bama, 1955, pp. 1160, et seq.) entitled “AN ACT To provide for and 
authorize for any municipality in the State the incorporation of a 
board, as a public corporation, for the purpose of acquiring, owning, 
leasing, equipping, improving, maintaining, and enlarging a medical 
clinic within the municipality; to provide for the powers, authority, 
and duties of such board; to authorize each such board to borrow money 
and issue revenue bonds, payable solely from the rentals and other 
revenues derived from the medical clinic or its facilities financed by 
such bond issue; to authorize the board to pledge its rentals and other 
revenues for the payment of such bonds; to regulate the issuance, sale, 
and refunding of such bonds and other matters in connection there- 
with; to exempt from taxation the properties acquired under authority 
of this Act and the rentals thereof, the bonds and income therefrom,

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
Relating to the Inferior Court of Geneva County: withdrawing 


and taking away the equity jurisdiction of the court, and providing for 
transfer of pending cases. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The equity jurisdiction conferred on and vested in the 
Inferior Court of Geneva County by Act No. 457, H. 972, Regular Ses- 
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sion 1959 (Acts 1959, v. 2, p. 1148) is hereby withdrawn and taken away 
from such court, and the judge thereof; and the Inferior Court of 
Geneva County shall not hereafter have or exercise jurisdiction in equity 
matters or proceedings, including suits for divorce or separate main- 
ee and cases involving domestic relations and the custody of 
children. 


Section 2. All equity cases and proceedings pending in the Inferior 
Court of Geneva County on the effective date of this Act shall be forth- 
with transferred by the register to the circuit court of Geneva County, 
to the equity side of the court, and shall proceed as if begun therein. 
And all judgments, orders, and decrees heretofore rendered by the In- 
ferior Court of Geneva County in equity shall be hereafter subject to 
the jurisdiction and control of the circuit court of the county sitting in 
equity the same as if they were rendered there. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed.

RESOLUTION 


Messrs. Robison (Pickens), Montgomery, Allen, Lowe, Carter, Givhan, 
James, Wilson, Shelton, Cooper, Smith, Brannan, McDow, Eddins, Ma- 
thews, Evans, Dumas, Bentley, Hornsby, Lolley, Clark and Nichols of- 
fered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 35. WHEREAS the Constitution of the United States of 
America, the greatest governmental document of all time, was adopted 
by the citizens of the Thirteen Original States following their escape 
from British tyranny. The founding fathers of our country created 
this mighty document pursuant to and in keeping with belief in the 
God-given right of individuals to freedom and justice under law; and 


WHEREAS the Constitution of the United States provided for and 
established a representative republican form of government to insure 
the rights and privileges of the citizens of the component states. By its 
letter and spirit this Constitution provided for each individual state to 
retain and reserve unto itself all its power and sovereignty save that 
part delegated, granted, and given to effect the union of the state, there- 
under; and by its express language the Constitution safeguarded each 
individual state from unauthorized interference in its domestic affairs 
by a strong central government and from tyranny and oppression 
wrought by such a strong central government; and 


WHEREAS in recent decades the federal government of the United 
States has unconstitutionally, by executive, legislative, and judicial 
means neither expressly nor impliedly delegated or granted, extended 
its power, authority, influence, and control into areas hitherto reserved 
to the sovereign states, and by so doing has infringed upon, superseded 
and obliterated proper state and local power, authority, influence, and 
control under laws, constitutions, and institutions, thereby reducing 
the several states to the position of mere geographical subdivisions 
rather than their proper roles as governmental units; and 


WHEREAS such usurpation of power by all three branches of the 
federal government has led to unjustified rule which seems based on po- 
litical expediency rather than upon the good of all the people; and 


WHEREAS with the aid and assistance of officers and employees of 
the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the federal gov- 
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ernment, nonresidents have invaded the State of Alabama for the pur- 
pose of creating and encouraging racial discord and strife within this 
sovereign State. Such nonresident individuals, many with communist, 
subversive, and otherwise dubious affiliations and backgrounds, by their 
unjustifiable demonstrations and behavior make a mockery of the prin- 
ciples of Christian religion and Jaw and order under constitutional gov- 
ernment. These outsiders flagrantly taunt to exasperation Alabama 
citizens, law enforcement agents, and governing officers; disregard state 
laws; and desecrate public streets, highways, and buildings; and 


WHEREAS the United States courts have unconstitutionally re- 
strained the Governor of Alabama from executing and enforcing the 
laws of the State; the President of the United States and members of the 
Congress have unjustly critized the Governor and the Legislature of 
this State for our legitimate and proper efforts to arrive at decent, 
workable solutions to the problems arising from the creation and agita- 
tion by outsiders of racial strife within our borders and from the unwar- 
ranted imposition by the federal government of unconstitutional power 
and force upon the government and citizens of the State of Alabama;

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH

themselves toward righting the wrongs that exist within their own 
areas so as to make ihose petier piaces in which io iive.

That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” 
and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages 
or other compensation for skill, work or employment for anyone per- 
forming services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or 
official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other ex- 
penscs” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries and equipment 
purchases and shall be expended only for operating costs incident to 
the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus

which have an appreciable and calcuable period of usefulness in excess 
of one year, and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended 
only for such purposes, and the total amounts herein appropriated 
therefor shall not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue de- 
rived from the sale, trade-in or exchange of any items of personal 
property.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learning 
supported wholly or in part by the State, and the anticipated further 
increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and institutions, 
resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and other factors, have 
made it imperative that additional school and college buildings be con- 
structed and equipped in all parts of the State. The taxes and other 
revenues set aside and devoted by law to educational purposes are not 
sufficient to make the large capital outlays required for such construc- 
tion and to carry on also the maintenance and operation of the said 
schools and institutions. The only feasible way in which the needed 
buildings can be provided is by anticipating the receipt of a portion of 
the revenues devoted by law to educatonal purposes by capitalizing 
those revenues to the end that they may be applied for retirement of 
the costs of said construction as such revenues are received during the 
useful life of said buildings. It is, therefore, necessary and desirable 
that those portions of the excise taxes known as the state sales tax and 
the state use tax that are required by law to be paid into the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund be anticipated in the manner herein- 
after provided for the purpose of effecting the needed capital outlays. 
It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of this Act to au- 
thorize the formation of a public corporation for the purpose of provid- 
ing for the acquisition of such buildings, including sites and equipment 
therefor, and to authorize said corporation, in order to provide for such 
acquisition, to anticipate those portions of the two excise taxes here- 
inafter referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund by issuing the bonds of said 
corporation payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the said 
portions of those excise taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in 
conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
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“State” means the State of Alabama. 


5 Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable gen- 
ers. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Super- 
intendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to the 
Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the com- 
mission evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on 
which each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office 
of each of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; 
(4). the location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and. 
(5) any other matter relating to the incorporation which the appli- 
cants may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this 
Act or the laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be sub- 
scribed and sworn to by each of the applicants before an officer au- 
thorized by the. laws of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds.

Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded

the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the incorpora- 
tion or dissolution of the Authority. . 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shali be the vice president thereof, 
and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority 
out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Authori- 
ty shail, constitute aii the members of the board of directors of -the 
Authority, and’ any two members of the 'sdid board ‘of directors: shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as a 
member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority.

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Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) to 
have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and interest 
on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and be 
sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; (3) to 
have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; (4) 
to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration and improvement of public school and college build- 
ing facilities and for the procurement of sites and equipment for such 
facilities; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of 
the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) as security for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, to pledge the pro- 
ceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein provided for; and (8) to 
appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as the business of the 
Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time to 
sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding one hundred ten million dollars: 
($110,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for the acquisition of public school and college building 
sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement 
of public school and college building facilities, for the procurement of 
equipment therefor, and for payment of obligations incurred for any of 
such purposes. The costs of construction, reconstruction, alteration, and, 
improvement of any such facilities shall be deemed to include fees for 
architectural services in connection therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 492 
adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act No. 
868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as amend- 
ed, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the purchase of 
supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards of education 
shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted in the 
same manner and according to the same procedure as provided for state 
purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session of the 
Legislature, as amended, except that the procedure shall be conducted 
by the board of education instead of the state purchasing agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its presi- 
dent and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the signa- 
ture of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the same, 
a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed there- 
to, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his manually 
signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be executed and de- 
livered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be in such form 
and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable at such 
times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other provisions not 
inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of the 
board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized to be issued; 
provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a specified ma- 
turity date later than twenty years after its date. Any bond of the 
Authority may be made subject to redemption at the option of the 
Authority at such times and after such notice and on such conditions 
and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided in the reso- 
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lution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those 
bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates more than ten 
years after their date shall be made subject to redemption at the option 
of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their date, and on 
any interest payment date thereafter, after such notice and under such 
terms and conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may 
be provided in the resolution under which such bonds are authorized 
to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time to time as 
the board of directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of the Au- 
thority must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest 
cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their 
date to their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable 
to the Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such 
sale shall be given by publication in either a financial journal or a fi- 
nancial newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and 
also by publication in a daily newspaper published in the State of Ala- 
bama, each of which nctices must be published at least one time not 
less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of di- 
rectors may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale may 
be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less 
than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. 
Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in this Act, the 
Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for 
the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the Au- 
thority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and 
entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds re- 
funded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama 
of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority 
may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall 
be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at 
which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. 
The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds at- 
torneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of direc- 
tors may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the 
issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connec- 
tion with the issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the 
Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall 
be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor 
in Section 11 hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to pledge for payment of such principal and in- 
tercst the funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof 
for payment of such principal and interest. All such pledges made by 
the Authority shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the 
resolutions containing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for 
the benefit of refunding bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge 
for the benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and 
all bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and 
shall not be an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds is- 
sued by the Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, 
although payable solely from a specified source, as provided herein. 
All bonds issued by the Authority and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. Any bonds issued 
by the Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security for any 
funds belonging to the State, or to any political subdivision, instru- 
mentality or agency of the State, in any instance where security for 
such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed by 
the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is the source 
of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one act- 
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ing in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other in- 
vestment powers conferred by law and with the exercise of reasonable 
business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither 
a public hearing nor consent of the State Department of Finance or any 
other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of 
bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall 
be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so with- 
drawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of public 
school and college buildings, including architectural services and build- 
ing inspectors for periodic and final inspections, and for acquiring sites 
therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University Medical 
eaihis = (Dipninghem, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore set forth 
in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn University 
to be used for construction and equipment of health related building 
facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Two million four hundred twenty eight thousand dollars ($2,- 
428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be used 
for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Eleven million thirty eight thousand dollars ($11,038,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act in respect to fa- 
cilities located elsewhere than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the purposes hereto- 
fore set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million one hundred sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,169,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities other than 
that set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million four hundred thousand dollars ($12,400,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among the 
State institutions of higher learning under the State Board of Educa- 
tion as follows: 


(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,000) 
shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) shall 
be paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars ($3,- 
292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 
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(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) shall 
be paid to Troy State College; 


(5) One million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) shail 
be paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 


__(6) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) shall be 
paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered to be 
necessary to provide for the appointment ‘and employment of such at- 
torneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any build- 
ing constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized from 
this issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the construction, 
reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, shall be su- 
pervised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency which

(3) The residue left from the sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) 
after providing for (1) and (2) above shall be allocated and distributed 
to county and city boards of education, pro rata on the basis of teacher

All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act.

In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of the 
issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated in 
this section in the same respective proportions as they would have been 
entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had been 

sold at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts from the 
excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 adopted at the 
Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama, as 
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amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom the amounts 
appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 32 of the

All moneys here- 
by appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the pur- 
pose of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein au- 
thorized. As security for the payment of the principal of and interest 
on the bonds issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized to 
pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided for. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authori- 
ty under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall 
respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the Secre- 
tary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be subscribed 
by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by each such 
member before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments to deeds. 
Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the Authority shall 
cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and record the appli- 
cation for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record in his office, 
and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the State, a certifi- 
cate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record such certificate 
with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 
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Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
boeee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE 
FOR H. B. 40 
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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and use of tax- 
paid textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Within thirty days following the effective date of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall constitute a Courses of Study 
Committee for the purposes and functions as hereinafter provided. The 
State Courses of Study Committee shall consist of two sections: an ele- 
mentary section and a secondary section. The elementary section shall 
include grades 1 through 6. The secondary section shall include grades 
7 through 12. The elementary section shall consist of the following: 
two teachers from each grade level, three elementary principals, two 
elementary supervisors and one college professor of elementary edu- 
cation. The secondary section shall consist of three teachers from 
each secondary subject matter field, three secondary principals, two 
souvely supervisors, and one college professor of secondary educa- 
ion. 


Standards for membership on the Courses of Study Committee 
shall be prescribed by the State Board of Education and said standards 
shall be sent to every local board of education and every county and 
city superintendent. 


Local boards of education, through their superintendents, shall 
nominate persons to serve on these committees. Local boards shall 
furnish credentials of each person recommended, including a summary 
of each person’s qualifications for membership on the committee. All 
nominations along with said credentials, shall be forwarded to the 
State Superintendent of Education. The State Board of Education, 
upon the recommendations of the State Superintendent of Education, 
shall appoint all members of the Courses of Study Committee from 
the nominees made by the local boards of education. 


Approximately one-half of the members shall be from school sys- 
tems with 9,000 or more students and approximately one-half of the 
members shall be from school systems with less than 9,000 students. 


The term of office of the members of said committee shall be for 
a period of six years, and the members shall hold office until their 
successors shall be appointed. 


Section 2. The Courses of Study Committee shall conduct contin- 
uing studies and evaluations of the courses taught in the public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools of the state. It shall prepare the con- 
tents of the courses of study for each grade of the elementary and 
secondary schools and revise the same from time to time. In evalua- 
ting the course of study, consideration shall be given to the required 
basic content, texts used and available, the educational objective of 
the course, changing scientific, technological and cultural develop- 
ments, as well as established facts of American history, tradition, and 
patriotism. The committee shall from time to time, but not less than 
once in each two years, prepare a report of its recommendations with 
respect to the compulsory minimum content of courses of study and 
of recommended revisions of courses, materials, subject content and 
treatment in specific courses and subject areas. The report shall be 
submitted to the State Superintendent of Education and to the mem- 
bers of the State Textbook Committee for separate written recom- 
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mendations to the State Board of Education for such action as may be 
considered advisable. 


Section 3. The State Textbook Committee shall be composed of 
20 members, of whom eight shall be secondary school classroom teachers 
and eight shall be elementary school classroom teachers. Elementary 
school classroom teachers shall include grades one (1) through six 
(6) and secondary school classroom teachers shall include grades seven 
(7) through twelve (12). One secondary school teacher and one ele- 
mentary school teacher shall be appointed by the State Board of Edu- 
cation for each congressional district, upon nominations made by the 
city and county superintendents of education of public school systems 
within the congressional district. The term of office of these teach- 
er members of the committee shall be for a period of two years, from 
May 31, 1965, and every two years thereafter, provided the term of 
office of the first members shall be staggered in the following manner: 
the secondary school teachers appointed for the first, third, fifth, and 
seventh districts, and the elementary school teachers appointed for the 
second, fourth, sixth, and eighth districts, shall each serve for a period 
of one year, from May 31, 1965. The several city and county superin- 
tendents of education within each congressional district, or a majority 
of them, shall meet in person or by proxy on or before the first 
day of May, 1965, and each year thereafter, for the purpose of nomi- 
nating and electing teacher members of the State Textbook Committee. 
The State Superintendent of Education shall give written notice of 
the time and place of such meeting, at least two weeks before the 
meeting, by certified or registered mail; and the notice shall also con- 
tain a list of the subjects for which the textbook selection committee 
to be nominated and appointed will be concerned during their term. 
At these meetings the superintendents of education assembled, or a 
majority of them, shall elect one of their number to preside and shall 
ay, the teacher or teachers elected to the State Superintendent of 

ucation. 


The State Board of Education, upon nominations by the State Su- 
perintendent of Education, shall appoint two members of the State 
Textbook Committee, one of whom shall, at the time of his appoint- 
ment, be actively employed by one of the state universities and the 
other shall be so employed by one of the state colleges. In addition, 
two members of the State Textbook Committee shall be appointed by 
the Governor, neither of whom shall have been employed in the field 
of education. These four members and their successors shall serve 
ey terms of two years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years there- 
after. 

Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall 
be filled by the criginal appointing authority, and the appointee shall 
hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. 


In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the State Board of 
Education within ten days after notice of his appointment that he will 
discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of 
the State Textbook Committee; that he has no interest, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract that may be made under this Act; that he 
has no interest as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as rep- 
resentative of the author or publisher of any textbook; that he has 
no pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits 
of any person, firm, or corporation engaged in manufacturing, pub- 
lishing or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or 
promise of future reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, 
nis agents, or anyone interested in, or intending to bias his judgment 
in any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also 
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that he will not reveal to anyone, except to the State Board of Edu- 
ceroks the findings, ratings, or gradings of the State Textbook Com- 
mittee. 


Section 4. The organizational meeting of each State Textbook 
Committee shall be called by the State Superintendent of Education, 
and shall be held between the first and fifteenth day of June each 
year, and the committee shall meet thereafter on call of the chairman 
of the committee or of the State Superintendent of Education, pro- 
vided that the first organizational session under this Act may be called 
on a day to be determined by the State Superintendent of Education. 


At the organizational meeting the State Textbook Committee shall 
elect one of its members to act as chairman of the committee and 
one of its members as secretary of the committee. Other necessary 
meetings shall be held as determined by the State Textbook Com- 
mittee or upon the call of its chairman or the State Superintendent of 
Education. The State Superintendent of Education shall notify the 
members of the committee of each meeting by registered or certified 
mail prior to the time of such meeting. The members of the State 
Textbook Committee shall be paid the sum of $20.00 per day during 
the time they are engaged in such work and in addition shall receive 
10c per mile for each mile traveled from home to the place of meet- 
ing and return, to be paid out of the revolving fund appropriated to 
the State Board of Education or from any other appropriation made 
for that purpose. Each member of the committee, before receiving 
per diem for expenses, shall submit to the State Superintendent of 
Education a notarized statement of the number of miles traveled and 
the number of days engaged in such work provided that no member 
shall be paid for more than twenty-five days in any school year. When 
it becomes necessary to pay out any funds in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act the State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisition upon the Comptroller to draw his warrant upon the Treas- 
urer for the amount for which the requisition is made. 


Section 5. The State Board of Education shall divide the sub- 
jects of study in the public schools so that all textbooks on a given 
subject for grades one through twelve shall be considered for adoption 
in one year. The State Board of Education shall prescribe a system 
of rotation so that the textbooks for each subject shall come up for 
reconsideration by the State Textbook Committee every six years. 
All textbooks in adoption on the effective date of this Act shall be 
used in the public schools during the scholastic year 1965-1966, un- 
less otherwise determined by the State Board of Education, and, 
thereafter as approved by the State Board of Education. New adoptions 
made during any year shall not be used in the public schools until the 
next ensuing scholastic year. In the initial implementation of the 
provisions of this section the State Board of Educatign shall have the 
privilege of extending existing adoptions for such period of years 
re oe deems appropriate notwithstanding any other provisions of this 

ct. 


Section 6. The State Textbook Committee shall recommend at 
least six textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless 
fewer than six acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommenda- 
tion shall be made to the State Board of Education in writing and both 
recommendations and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the 
State Board of Education and shall be made available for public in- 
spection upon the filing thereof. The State Textbook Committee in 
its recommendations to the State Board of Education shall undertake 
to implement staggered adoptions in order that (1) all textbooks on 
a given subject for all grades shall be considered for adoption in the 
same year and (2) expenditures for textbooks may be equalized from 
year to year in so far as practicable. 
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Section 7. Prior to adoptions by the State Board of Education, 
members of the public shall be allowed a reasonable amount of time 
to be heard concerning any book recommended for adoption. Adoption 
of textbooks shall be made only at a public meeting of the State Board 
of Education. Published notice of proposed adoptions and the time 
and place of the meeting of the State Board of Education to consider 
adoptions shall be given for at least 30 days, by notice to news media, 
written notice to each local board of education and by posting a notice 
on a bulletin board or in some other conspicuous place in the offices or 
public rooms of the State Department of Education. The State Board 
of Education shall adopt from among the textbooks recommended by the 
State Textbook Committee at least four adoptions for each course in 
each grade unless fewer than four acceptable textbooks shall have been 
recommended by the State Textbook Committee. 


Section 8. All adoptions recommended by the State Textbook 
Committee and subsequently adopted by the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall be for a period of six years and no change shall be per- 
mitted within such period unless recommended to the State Board 
of Education by the State Textbook Committee. In addition to all 
other laws which forbid the use of textbooks in the public schools of 
the state by authors who are members of the Communist Party or 
members of Communist front organizations; all contracts with pub- 
lishers for furnishing state-owned textbooks shall stipulate that the 
author or authors of such book or books is not a member of the 
Communist Party or known advocate of Communism or Marxist Social- 
ism, and is not a member of the Communist Party or of a Communist front 
organization as designated by Section 1 of Act No. 888, Reg. Sess. 1953. 
The State Board of Education shall establish procedures to stabilize 
the expiration of publishers’ contracts for state adopted books in a man- 
ner to effect an orderly review and new adoption of textbooks with- 
in the financial limitations imposed by this Act. 


Section 9. Local textbook selection committee or committees shall 
be appointed by each separate county and city board of education, the 
number, size, and composition of the committee or committees to be 
determined by each local school board. A copy of local school board 
policies in regard to local textbook selection committees shall be filed 
with the State Superintendent of Education. Names of each person 
serving on a local textbook selection committee shall also be filed with 
the State Superintendent of Education. In order to qualify as a mem- 
ber of the committee, each member of the local textbook committee and 
its secretary shall make an affidavit to be filed with the county or 
city board of education within ten days after notice of his appointment 
that he will discharge faithfully ali the duties imposed upon him as 
a member or as secretary of the said textbook committee; that he has 
no interest, directiy or indirectiy, in any contract that may be made 
under this "Act for the purchase of textbooks; that he has no interest 
as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as representative of 
author or publisher of any textbooks; that he has no pecuniary in- 
terest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits of any person, 
firms, or corporations engaged in manufacturing, publishing, or selling 
textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or promise of future 
reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, his agent, or 
anyone interested in or intending to bias his judgment in any way 
in the selection of any textbook for adoption. Members shall serve 
for terms of three years, except that the initial appointments shall 
be made in such a manner that one-third of the members of each 
con miter, shall serve for terms of one, two, and three years respec- 
tively. 


Section 10. Local textbook committees shall meet on call of the 
chairman of local boards of each school system for the purpose of 
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selecting textbooks from the list of adoptions by the State Board 
of Education or, if authorized by law applicable to such local system, 
to_select textbooks from a list submitted to the committee for con- 
sideration by the proper local authority. No textbook shall be used 
in any public school of this state unless selected by a local textbook 
committee from the list of textbooks adopted by the State Board of 
Education or as otherwise provided by law. Publishers shall furnish 
samples of all state adopted textbooks to each separate city and county 
board of education for evaluation by the local textbook selection com- 
mittee. One copy of each textbook adopted by the local textbook 
committee shall be retained by the city or county board of educa- 
tion as official samples. All samples not adopted by the local boards 
shall be returned to the publishers at the expense of the publishers, 
and samples of those books adopted shall become the property of the 
local boards of education; however, if the publisher fails to reclaim 
his samples of non-adopted books within 90 days, the sample books. 
shall become the property of the State Department of Education’s li- 
brary service. Those local school systems currently having the right 
to adopt and use textbooks that are not on the state list of adoptions 
shall continue to have such right under this Act, and the cost and 
expense of acquiring such textbooks shall be paid from funds credited 
to the local systems in the state textbook fund. 


Section 11. The adoption of a textbook by a majority vote of the 
local committee shall be for a period of six years and may not be 
changed within such period of time unless such change has been 
authorized by the State Board of Education or as otherwise authorized 
by law. After the school year 1965-66, not more than one-sixth of the 
total value of the required textbooks, in all grades, as determined by 
contract prices in effect in each successive year multiplied by the num- 
ber of books required in each grade and subject, of state owned text- 
books may be replaced by new adoptions in any one year by any city 
or county school system. The superintendent of education of each 
local school system shall not later than 30 days after the date of such 
adoptions file a report with the State Superintendent of Education 
listing the titles, the name of the authors, the publishers and the date 
of adoption of each textbook. 


Section 12. Each year, before the organizational meeting of the 
State Textbook Committee, the State Board of Education, through the 
State Superintendent of Education, shall advertise in such manner and 
for such length of time and at such places as considered advisable that 
at a certain time and place determined by the State Board of Educa- 
tion sealed bids or proposals will be received from publishers for 
furnishing school textbooks. The bids or proposals for each book shall 
be based upon a contract period of not less than six years and shall 
be accompanied by a specimen copy of each book proposed to be so 
furnished, Publishers shall furnish samples of each textbook submitted 
for adoption to each member of the State Textbook Committee. All 
samples of books not adopted by the State Board of Education shall be 
returned to the publishers at the expense of the publishers, and those 
adopted shall become the property of the State Department of Edu- 
cation; however, if the publisher fails to reclaim his samples within 
90 days, the sample books shall become the property of the State 
Department of Education’s library service. 


Section 13. The maximum price at which the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall contract to pay f.o.b. the local county or city board of 
education for any books to be used in the public schools of this state, 
after all discounts have been deducted, shall not exceed the minimum 
price at which the publisher sells such books in wholesale quanti- 
ties, f.o.b., the publisher’s publishing house, after all discounts have 
been deducted. Any contract made for the purchase of books for use 
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in the public schools of this state at a price higher than such de- 
termined maximum shall be void. Every contract entered into under 
the provisions of this Act by the State Board of Education and any 
publisher or publishing company shall contain a provision that the 
publisher covenants and agrees that he is not furnishing under con- 
tract executed after the first day of January of the year in which the 
contract becomes effective, to any state, county, or school district in 
the United States, the textbooks embraced in the contract at a price 
below the price stipulated therein; that the publisher further covenants 
and agrees that if at any time during the period of the contract the 
textbooks therein named shall be contracted for at a price to any state, 
county or school district in the United States, lower than the price 
agreed upon in the contract, then that lower price shall become the 
contract price between the State Board of Education and the publisher 
named therein; that the publisher further covenants and agrees that 
if, at any time during the period of the contract, any editions of the 
textbooks therein named substantially similar to the official copy on 
file in the office of the State Superintendent of Education shall be con- 
tracted for at a lower price with any state, county or school district 
in the United States, the State Board of Education may at its option 
substitute for the edition therein contracted for the said substantially 
similar edition at said lower price. If the State Board of Education 
shall find that any such book or books so contracted for are being 
sold at a lower contract price in any other state than the price for 
which they are being sold to Alabama, the contract shall be forfeited. 
Each contract shall provide that in the event of violation of this 
pricing agreement such contractor shall return all money collected for 
such books and also forfeit said book or books to the state, this being 
the agreed measure of damages stipulated to have been suffered by the 
State Board of Education. Suit may be brought in the name of the 
state on the bond of the contractor for all losses sustained, and any 
au recovered shall be deposited to the credit of the state textbook 
und. 


Section 14. The State Board of Education shall have no power 
or authority to enter into any contract or arrangement for furnishing 
textbooks or providing a depository for textbooks or delivering text- 
books except as herein provided. All authority heretofore granted to 
the State Board of Education with respect to such matters is hereby 
revoked and the statutes granting such power and authority are here- 
by repealed. Any contract or arrangement hereafter made for acquiring 
or delivering textbooks otherwise than as specifically herein provided 
shall be null and void. 


Insofar as permitted by the Constitution of Alabama the terms and 
provisions of this Act shall govern when such terms and provisions are 
Inconsistent with any contract or arrangement heretofore made for the 


acquisition and delivery of textbooks. 


Section 15. Upon receipt of a requisition from the State Super- 
intendent of Education, the State Purchasing Agent shall, in accordance 
with existing statutes and procedures governing state purchases, issue 
a purchase order to the publisher who shall ship such books ordered 
to ane local county or city board of education, shipping charges pre- 
paid. 


Section 16. A provision shall be incorporated in all contracts with 
textbook publishers that local boards of education shall be permitted 
to purchase with local funds textbooks for free distribution at the 
same price at which the state is permitted to purchase such books with 
state funds. Contracts with publishers shall also provide that the 
publisher shall replace defective or substandard books without cost 
to the purchaser, contracts shall also provide for time of delivery, 
penalties for delay in delivery, and such other provisions as in the 
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judgment of the State Board of Education will insure prompt de- 
livery of all textbooks at the lowest possible price. 


Section 17. All books contracted for shall be shipped upon pur- 
chase orders of the State Purchasing Agent. The State Superintendent 
of Education shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a coun- 
ty or city superintendent of education, either revise or return for re- 
vision or approve such requisition and forward same to the State 
Purchasing Agent. The publisher or publishing company, shipping 
such books, shall prepare quadruplicate invoices or bills for the books 
so shipped. One copy shall be mailed to the State Superintendent of 
Education, and the other three to the county or city superintendent 
of education to whom the books are shipped. 


Section 18. The State Board of Education shall provide as many 
textbooks as the appropriation available will provide for the use of all 
pupils enrolled in the public schools of the state so that no pupil shall 
be without a textbook except in courses of study which do not require 
one book for each pupil and except in courses of study not prescribed by 
the State Courses of Study Committee. Any provision herein to the 
contrary notwithstanding, all appropriations, rebates from any text- 
book depository under prior contract or funds otherwise available for 
the purchase of textbooks by the state shall be expended first to supply 
sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the first grade to have a copy of 
each textbook prescribed for use in the first grade, second to supply 
sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the second grade to have a copy 
of each textbook prescribed for use in the second grade, and so forth 
in the order of grades until the funds available for state furnished 
textbooks shall have been exhausted; provided, however, that in courses, 
such as reading, where several textbooks are used one after another, 
it shall be considered a sufficient compliance with the requirements of 
this section if each school system shall have sufficient textbooks for each 
such course for each pupil in each grade to have one of the books cur- 
rently being used by the group or class to which such pupil is assigned. 
The superintendent of education of each county school system and the 
superintendent of city schools of each city school system shall on or 
before the first day of February in each year certify to the State Super- 
intendent of Education either that the school system of which he is 
superintendent has sufficient books to comply fully with the preceding 
provision or the number of books of each title and each grade which 
are required for such school system to comply with the preceding 
provision. The State Superintendent of Education shall, on the basis of 
reports from local superintendents hereinabove required, certify to the 
State Board of Education the exact deficiency in available textbooks 
for pupils enrolled in public schools in the state; and such deficiency 
shall be remedied by providing additional textbooks, before the expendi- 
ture of any state funds for other textbooks. No book shall be purchased 
with state funds for a local board of education for use of pupils in any 
‘grade unless textbooks in each subject shall have been provided for 
every pupil enrolled in the next lower grade in such school system. 


Section 19. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform 
measures and factors upon which each local school system’s pro rata 
share of the state textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of 
total enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such other factors as 
may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the separate 
school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and March first of 
each year thereafter, the State Superintendent of Education, subject 
to the approval of the State Board of Education, shall apportion to each 
of the several school systems a credit in the state textbook fund, which, 
except as herein provided, shall mark the maximum amount for which 
each county or city superintendent may requisition textbooks. 
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Section 20. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable textbooks 
which are under adoption contracts covering the scholastic years, 1965- 
1966 and 1966-1967. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall be not 
more than one-half of the retail price. The separate school boards of the 
state may, in their discretion, authorize the purchase of such other 
secondhand textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth of the retail 
price of such books if such books are on the current list of state approved 
textbooks, or if such textbooks were adopted under authority of local 
legislation and if supplementary purchases of such books can be made 
under prices established under a current publisher’s contract with the 
state or local board. Such additional secondhand textbooks may continue 
to be used in the public schools of the state without regard to the ex- 
piration date of the period of adoption, if, in the judgment of the local 
school board, continued use of such book is justified in the light of sound 
educational criteria and if economies can be effected by the continued 
use of such books in any school of such system, and such continued use 
is approved by the State Board of Education. 


Section 21. No provision, part, or section of this Act shall be 
construed or considered to be an appropriation of funds from the state 
treasury; and the administration of this Act shall be subject to appro- 
priations specifically made by the Legislature, except as otherwise 
herein specifically authorized by Section 18. 


Section 22. The county or city superintendent of education, upon 
receipt of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forthwith 
determine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or bills, 
and if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices one 
copy of which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Education, 
and one copy to the publisher. Upon approval of the State Super- 
intendent of Education, payment shall be made for such purchase and 
charged against that portion of the state textbook fund which has been 
credited to the particular county or city school system. 


Section 23. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each city and county board of education shall 
provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used textbooks, 
and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks among 
the several counties and local school systems in accordance with their 
respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and accurate system 
of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed both within the 
county and the city systems and exchanged among the county and city 
systems. The county and city boards shail also provide for the repair 
of used texthooks, and in compliance with the advice of the State Board 
of Health, the occasion for and manner of fumigation of used textbooks 
so as to protect pupils from any diseases which may be transmitted 
through the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 24. The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all textbooks delivered to the county and city superintendents 
of education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
herein provided for, and the State Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts shall make periodic audits of all accounting books and records 
pertaining to the textbooks which have been so furnished at state 
expense, requiring a complete accounting for all such textbooks as 
shown by the records. The county and city superintendents shall 
certify to the State Superintendent of Education that the total inventory 
of state owned books for each subject does not exceed by five percent 
(5%) the total number of pupils enrolled in the grades and subjects 
for which the books were purchased. If an audit by the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts shows that the inventory does exceed 
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the five percent (5%) prescribed herein, the Chief Examiner shall 
charge such excess to the local superintendents. Any necessary blanks 
or forms required to assist in the orderly effectuation of this program 
shall be prescribed by the Chief Examiner of Public Accounts and shall 
be furnished by the State Superintendent of Education to each local 
Superintendent and the expense thereof paid from the funds allotted 
for the administration of the state textbook fund. 


Section 25. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state or local school system, as the case 
may be, and when distributed to pupils shall be retained for normal use 
only during the period they are engaged in a course of study for which 
the textbooks are selected. At the completion of each course of study 
or otherwise at the instructions of the principal or teacher in charge, 
such textbooks shall be returned as directed. A receipt shall be required 
from each pupil, parent or guardian upon issuance of any textbook 
which receipt shall be retained until the return of such textbook. The 
parent, guardian, or other person having custody of a child to whom 
such textbooks are issued shall be held liable for any loss, abuse, or 
damage in excess of that which would result from the normal use of such 
textbooks. In computing the loss or damage of a textbook which has 
been in use for a year or more, the basis of computation shall be a 
variable of fifty to seventy-five per cent of the original cost of the 
book to the state. If such parent, guardian or person having custody 
of such child to whom the textbook was issued fails to pay such assessed 
damages within 30 days after notification, such student shall not be 
entitled to further use of such textbooks until remittance of the amount 
of loss or damage shall be made. All remittances for damages shall be 
deposited to the credit of the city or county textbook fund and may be 
used for the repair, maintenance, and replacement of textbooks. The 
Tespective county and city boards of education may waive the payment 
as provided herein if in their judgment the respective parent or 
guardian is not financially able to make such payment, provided, how- 
ever, the local system shall contribute from local funds sums equal to 
the amount so waived. 


Section 26. Each of the several local city and county school systems 
who now have on hand an inventory of state adopted or approved 
textbooks that have been purchased with local funds shall be given 
credit for such books on the same basis as used books shall be purchased 
from students under the provisions of Section 20 of this Act. Such 
credit shall be issued by the State Superintendent of Education against 
the state textbook fund and shall not be deducted from such local sys- 
tem’s normal textbook allocation. Such credits shall be used for pur- 
chase of textbooks as provided in this Act. 


Section 27. It shall be the duty of each county or city superintend- 
ent of education, subject to the rules and regulations prescribed and 
approved by the State Board of Education, to furnish estimates of the 
number of textbooks which will be needed in his school system during 
the next ensuing school year. He shall also provide for the safe storage 
of all textbooks shipped to him and in the case of used textbooks, 
provide for the collection, storage, and maintenance, including necessary 
repairs, renovation and fumigation. He shall maintain at all times an 
accurate and up to date inventory and shall keep on file such accounting 
records as may be required or which he may find to be necessary. 


Section 28. Pupils enrolled in the public schools or any parent or 
guardian of any such pupil mav buv textbooks at the price paid for 
them by the State Board of Education plus handling charges, such 
handling charges not to exceed 15% of the publisher’s contract price 
paid by the state; and all contracts made with publishers shall so pro- 
vide. Each city and county board of education may provide for the 
sale of such textbooks as may be needed by pupils for whose grades 
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or courses free textbooks are not furnished. Sale of such textbooks may 
be made by the city or county board of education in the school system of 
which such pupil is enrolled, but the city or county board of education 
may make such sales through a designated employee or agent thereof. 
No handling charge allowed hereunder shall inure to any member, 
officer, or employee of any city or county board of education. 


All books issued by the separate schools and school systems may 
be used by pupils to whom issued in the same manner and to the same 
extent as though such books were owned by the pupils, their parents 
or guardians as the case may be, except that such pupils, parent, or 
guardian shall be liable for such loss or damage to books as hereinabove 
provided, and for the return thereof. 


Section 29. Neither the State Superintendent of Education nor 
any member of the State Board of Education shall have an interest, 
directly or indirectly, in any contract that might be made pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act for the purchase of textbooks by the state, nor 
shall he have any interest as an author, an associate author, a publisher, 
a representative or agent of an author or of a publisher of any textbook, 
nor shall he have any pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the 
business or profits of any person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
manufacturing, publishing or selling of textbooks nor shall he accept 
any emolument, promise of future reward, or consideration of value 
of any kind from any publisher of textbooks or his agent. Each mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education shall, before qualifying, take the 
oath of office required by Section 9 of this Act in the case of members 
of local textbook committees. Any violation of this provision shall be 
unlawful. Upon conviction of any such violation such person shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding $10,000.00 or five years in the state 
penitentiary or both and his office as a member of the State Board of 
Education shall be forfeited. 

Section 30. All laws and parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 

Section 31. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 

Section 32. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
paseene and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 29 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as the 
Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the man- 
ner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, direc- 
tors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the Au- 
thority, including the power to provide for the construction, reconstruc- 
tion, improvement, alteration and equipment of public school and college 
building facilities, and for acquiring sites for the public school and col- 
lege building facilities, and the power to sell and issue bonds for such 
purposes including payment of obligations incurred for any such pur- 
pose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be used to secure de- 
posits of funds of the State and its political sub-divisions, instrumen- 
talities and agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not 
create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all bonds 
issued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by the issuance of 
refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learning sup- 
ported wholly or in part by the State, and the anticipated further in- 
crease in the enrollment of students in such schools and institutions, 
resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and other factors, have 
made it imperative that additional school and college buildings be con- 
structed and equipped in all parts of the State. The taxes and other 
revenues set aside and devoted by law to educational purposes are not 
sufficient to make the large capital outlays required for such construc- 
tion and to carry on also the maintenance and operation of the said 
schools and institutions. The only feasible way in which the needed 
buildings can be provided is by anticipating the receipt of a portion of 
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the revenues devoted by law to educational purposes by capitalizing 
those revenues to the end that they may be applied for retirement of the 
costs of said construction as such revenues are received during the use- 
ful life of said buildings. It is, therefore, necessary and desirable that 
those portions of the excise taxes known as the state sales tax and the 
state use tax that are required by law to be paid into the Alabama Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund be anticipated in the manner hereinafter 
provided for the purpose of effecting the needed capital outlays. It is 
the intention of the Legislature by the passage of this Act to authorize 
the formation of a public corporation for the purpose of providing for 
the acquisition of such buildings, including sites and equipment there- 
for, and to authorize said corporation, in order to provide for such ac- 
quisition, to anticipate those portions of the two excise taxes hereinafter 
referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund by issuing the bonds of said corpora- 
tion payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the said portions 
of those excise taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in conformi- 
ty with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 
Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to 
the Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commis- 
sion evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which 
each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each. of 
the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which shall 
be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the location 
of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other 
matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose to 
insert and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the 
State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by 
each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this 
State to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall 
examine the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies 
with the requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and 
record it in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and record- 
ed as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the Sec- 
retary of State for any work done in connection with the incorporation 
or dissolution of the Authority. 
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Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the State 
Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president thereof, and 
the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State Treas- 
urer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, and 
shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority out 
of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Authority 
shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of the Au- 
thority, and any two members of the said board of directors shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as a 
member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority. No 
member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw any salary in 
addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may render 
or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. All 
proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be reduced to 
writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at least 
two members of the Authority, and shall be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the Secretary. Copies of such pro- 
ceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, under the 
seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie 
evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) to 
have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and in- 
terest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and 
be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court 
having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; (3) 
to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; 
(4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration and improvement of public school and college build- 
ing facilities and for the procurement of sites and equipment for such 
facilities; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of 
the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) as security for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, to pledge the pro- 
ceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein provided for; and (8) to 
appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as the business of the 
Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding one hundred twelve million 
dollars ( $112, 000 000) in aggregate principal amount, for. the purpose of 
ing sites, for the construction, fecoheteihon: alteration, and improve- 
ment of public school and college building facilities, for the procure- 
ment of equipment therefor, and for payment of obligations incurred for 
any of such purposes. The costs of construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, and improvement of any such facilities shall be deemed to include 
fees for architectural services in connection therewith. 


All constracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 492 
adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act No. 
868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as amended, 
and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the purchase of 
supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards of educa- 
tion shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted in the 
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same manner and according to the same procedure as provided for state 
purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session of the Leg- 
islature, as amended, except that the procedure shall be conducted by 
the board of education instead of the state purchasing agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its presi- 
dent and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the sig- 
nature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his manual- 
ly signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be executed and 
delivered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be in such form 
and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such 
rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable at such 
times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other provisions not 
inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of the 
board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized to be issued; 
provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a specified maturity 
date later than twenty years after its date. Any bond of the Authority 
may be made subject to redemption at the option of the Authority at 
such times and after such notice and on such conditions and at such re- 
demption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those bonds of the 
Authority having specified maturity dates more than ten years after 
their date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the Au- 
thority at the end of the tenth year after their date, and on any interest 
payment date thereafter, after such notice and under such terms and 
conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided 
in the resolution under which such bonds are authorized to be issued. 
Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time to time as the board of 
directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of the Authority must be 
sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to 
the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to the Authori- 
ty for the bonds being sold, computed from their date to their respec- 
tive maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is 
received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given by 
publication in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper pub- 
lished in the City of New York, New York, and also by publication in a 
daily newspaper published in the State of Alabama, each of which no- 
tices must be published at least one time not less than ten days before 
the date fixed for the sale. The board of directors may fix the terms 
and conditions under which such sale may be held; provided, that 
none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the face value 
thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and conditions shall not 
conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. Subject to the pro- 
visions and limitations contained in this Act, the Authority may from 
time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refund- 
ing any matured or unmatured bonds of the Authority then outstand- 
ing. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to all 
priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby were 
entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the terms and con- 
ditions under which any bonds of the Authority may be issued shall 
be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall be entered on the 
minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at which the bonds 
are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. The Authority 
may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees and 
the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors may deem nec- 
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essary and advantageous in connection with the issuance of such bonds. 
No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the issuance or 
sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be 
general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely out of 
the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. As 
security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered to 
pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are 
appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such prin- 
cipal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall take 
precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions containing 
such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding 
bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the 
bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by. 
the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and 
exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obliga- 
tion or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority 
shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely 
from a specified source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the 
Authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation 
in the State of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be 
used by the holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the 
State, or to any political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the 
State, in any instance where security for such deposits may be required 
by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction 
thereof, or the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, execu- 
tor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary ca- 
pacity may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred by 
law and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent 
of the State Department of Finance or any other department or agency 
shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall 
be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so with- 
drawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of public 
school and college buildings, including architectural services and build- 
ing inspectors for periodic and final inspections, and for acquiring sites 
therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) ‘Yen million doliars (310,666,006) of the proceeds from ithe 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn Univer- 
sity to be used for construction and equipment of health related build- 
ing facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Four million four hundred twenty eight thousand dollars ($4,- 
428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be used for 
the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Eleven million thirty eight thousand dollars ($11,038,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
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tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act in respect to fa- 
cilities located elsewhere than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the purposes hereto- 
fore set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million one hundred sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,169,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be 
distributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities other than 
that set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million four hundred thousand dollars ($12,400,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among the 
Paati eee None of higher learning under the State Board of Education 
as follows: 


(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,000) 
shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) shall be 
paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars ($3,- 
292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 


(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) shall 
be paid to Troy State College; 


(5) One million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) shall 
be paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 


(6) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) shall be 
paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered to be 
necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of such at- 
torneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building 
constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized from this 
issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, shall be supervised 
by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency which may be 
designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the Authority shall 
reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable direct costs in 
having plans, specifications and contract documents prepared and in 
supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) The residue left from the sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) 
after providing for (1) and (2) above shall be allocated and distributed 
to county and city boards of education, pro rata on the basis of teacher 
units as determined in accordance with the minimum school program 
for the year 1965-66, provided, however, that no county shall receive 
less than three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000), to be used for the 
construction of school building facilities, including buildings and equip- 
ment, for reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improvement of 
existing school buildings in school building centers approved by the 
State Department of Education as permanent school centers.

All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act. The 
preparation of all plans and specifications for any building constructed 
wholly or in part or reconstructed, altered or improved with any funds 
realized from this issue shall be performed pursuant to plans and speci- 
fications approved by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency 
that may be designated by the Legislature as its successor. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued hereunder

Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authori- 
ty under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall 
respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the Sec- 
retary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be sub- 
scribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by each 
such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments to 
deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the Authori- 
ty shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and record the 
application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record in his of- 
fice, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the State, a 
certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record such certifi- 
cate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part.

said City in its discretion to be in furtherance of such purposes, also 
ae and continuing power and authority to do any one or more of the 
ollowing: 


1. To purchase, construct, lease, or otherwise acquire real pro- 
perty, plants, buildings, factories, works, facilities, machinery and equip- 
ment of any kind. 


2. To lease, sell for cash or on credit, exchange, or give and convey 
any such property described in Subparagraph 1 above, to any person, 
firm, association or corporation, which shall locate or agree to locate 
a new industry or business in or within 15 miles of said City. 


3. To become a stockholder in any corporation which shall locate 
or ee to locate a new industry or business in or within 15 miles of 
said City. 


4. To lend its credit or grant public monies and things of value 
in aid of, or to, any individual, firm, association, or corporation, which 
shall locate or agree to locate a new industry or business in or within 
15 miles of said City. 


5. To become indebted and to issue and sell interest bearing bonds, 
warrants (which may be payable from funds to be realized in future 
years), notes, evidences of indebtedness, or other obligations (all of 
which are hereinafter referred to as “obligations”), to a principal amount 
not exceeding 50% of the assessed valuation of taxable property therein 
as determined for state taxation, in order to secure funds for the pur- 
chase, construction, lease or acquisition of any of the property described 
in subparagraph 1 above or to be used in furtherence of any of the 
other powers or authorities granted in this amendment. Such obli- 
gations may (in addition to any pledge or pledges authorized by sub- 
paragraph 7 of this amendment) be issued upon the full faith and 
credit of said City or may be limited as to the source of their payment. 


6. To levy and collect annually, in addition to all other taxes now 
authorized or permitted, a special tax or taxes not exceeding 2% on 
the value of all taxable property therein as determined for State taxation 
in the same manner as other municipal taxes are levied and collected. 


7. To pledge to the payment of any of its obligations the annual 
proceeds of any such special tax or taxes and to obligate itself ir- 
revocably to continue to levy and collect such taxes annually until such 
obligations shall have been paid in full and to pledge thereto any 
rental or sales proceeds of property leased or sold by it. 


The recital in any obligations that they were issued pursuant 
to this amendment or that they were issued to provide funds to be 
used in furtherance of any power or authority herein granted or 
that any special tax herein authorized has been levied and pledged to 
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the payment of such obligations shall be conclusive; no purchaser or 
holder thereof need inquire further; and the levy and collection of 
such tax shall continue until the principal of and interest on such 
obligations shall have been paid in full. The obligations which may 
be issued hereunder shall not be considered an indebtedness of said 
City for the purposes of determining its borrowing capacity under 
Section 225 of the Constitution; and the taxes herein authorized shall 
be in addition to those provided for or permitted in Section 216 of 
the Constitution, as amended. 


The exercise of the powers and authority hereinabove set forth 
are subject to the prior approval thereof at an election called by the 
governing body of said City at which a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors voting at said election shall vote in favor of such proposal. No- 
tice of such election shall be given by publication for three consecu- 
tive weeks, the first publication to be at least thirty days before the 
date of the election, in a newspaper circulated in the City. The notice 
and ballot shall briefly summarize the proposal and in so doing may 
make reference to documents on file and available for public inspection 
in the office of the City Clerk. In the event that the proposal shall 
include the issuance of any obligations, the principal amount of such 
obligations, the maturities thereof, and the maximum rate or rates 
of interest which they shall bear shall be set forth in the notice and 
on the ballot. In the event that the proposal shall include the levy and 
collection of any tax, the notice and ballot shall state the maximum 
rate of such tax. No further or other election shall be required by 
Section 222 of the Constitution for the issuance of bonds herein au- 
thorized to be issued. 


This amendment shall be self executing; but the Legislature shall 
have the right and power by general, special or local act, to adopt 
laws supplemental to this amendment or in furtherance of the pur- 
poses and objectives hereinabove set forth.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the date of the general election next succeeding the final 
adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 
18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy 
of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office.

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 18 
By Mr. Tyson 


A RESOLUTION REQUESTING ADVISORY OPINIONS 
OF THE JUSTICES OF THE SUPREME COURT OF 
ALABAMA RELATIVE TO S. B. 122 


RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, that the Justices of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama, or a majority of them, are hereby respectfully re- 
quested to give this body their written opinion concerning the follow- 
ing important constitutional questions which have arisen in connection 
with S. B. 122 by Tyson, a bill for an Act “To provide an additional 
method by which the corporate limits of all cities having populations 
of not less than 200,000 nor more than 300,000 according to the last fed- 
eral decennial census may be reduced,” which is now pending in the 
Legislature. Seven copies of said bill are attached hereto and made a 
part of this resolution by reference. 


Question 1. Does the attached bill, S. B. 122, contravene Section 

2 of the Alabama Constitution of 1901 in that no election of all the peo- 

ple of the city is authorized therein and no representative legislative 

body is veers with final determination of the question of reducing the 
city limits 


Question 2. Does S. B. 122 vest in the people residing in or own- 
ing land in only a part of any cities having certain prescribed popula- 
tions the power to suspend laws in contravention of Section 21, Ala- 
bama Constitution of 1901? 


Question 3. Does the attached bill conform to Section 45 of the 
said Constitution of 1901? 


Question 4. Is S. B. 122 a general bill within the definition thereof 
in Section 110 of the Constitution of 1901? 
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Question 5. If your answer to question 4 is in the negative, does 
such bill propose a local law prescribed by Section 104 (18) of the 
Alabama Constitution of 1901? 


Question 6. Does the bill, S. B. 122, contravene the equal protec- 
tion and due process clauses of the United States Constitution in that: 
(a) it gives three-fifths of the residents or of the property owners of 
any tract of territory brought within the city pursuant to Code of Ala- 
bama 1940, Title 37, Chapter 5, Article 2, the privilege of determining 
whether or not such territory shall remain within the city, without af- 
fording residents of such territory, who oppose such change, any oppor- 
tunity to be heard; and (b) it gives residents of territory brought within 
the city pursuant to said Title 37, Chapter 5, Article 2, an election as 
to whether to remain in the city, but does not extend a like privilege to 
residents of territory incorporated into the city in any other manner?

Senate Bill No. 122 reads as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide an additional method by which the corporate limits of 
all cities having populations of not less than 200,000 nor more than 
300,000 according to the last federal decennial census may be reduced. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only to cities having populations of 
not less than 200,000 nor more than 300,000 according to the last or any 
subsequent federal decennial census. 


Section 2. Certain territory which has heretofore been or may 
hereafter be annexed in the manner authorized in Code of 1940, Title 
37, Chapter 5, Article 2, to any such city in lots or tracts of more than 
forty acres may be excluded from such city and the corporate limits of 
such city rearranged for this purpose in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed. Upon receipt of a petition, signed by not less than three-fifths 
of the qualified electors residing in the territory to be excluded or by 
the owners of at least three-fifths of the land therein, the council or 
other governing body of the city shall by resolution reduce the corpo- 
rate limits of the city by excluding therefrom the territory described 
in the petition, provided that: (1) the territory was annexed to the 
city not less than three years prior to the filing of the petition; (2) mu- 
nicipal services are not being provided therein; (3) all territory exclud- 
ed is contiguous; (4) all the territory thereafter remaining within the 
corporate limits will continue to be contiguous; and (5) the territory so 
excluded is only that part in excess of forty acres, which had theretofore 
been annexed at one time. 


Section 3. Upon passage of such a resolution, the mayor or other 
chief executive officer of any city, desiring to exclude territory pursuant 
to this Act, shall certify a copy of the petition and a copy of the gov- 
erning body’s resolution, together with a map or plat correctly defining 
the corporate limits thereby established, and file the same with the 
judge of probate of the county in which the city lies. 
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Section 4. Upon the filing pursuant to Section 3 of the documents 
there listed with him the judge of probate shall make an order, which 
must be entered upon the minutes of the probate court, approving the 
establishment of said corporate limtis as outlined in the resolution and 
map, and order that the map or plat be recorded in an appropriate rec- 
ord in his office. 


Section 5. The map or plat, the record thereof, or a certified copy 
therefrom, shall be evidence in any court of this state as to the proper 
boundaries of the city or town. 


Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
repealed. However, this Act shall not limit the application nor repeal 
Code of Alabama 1940, Title 37, Chapter 5, Article 6. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law. 


In response to Senate Resolution 18, we submit the following: 


All of the questions are answered in the negative except Question 3 
which is answered in the affirmative. Brief reasons for our answers 
to each of the six questions follow: 


1. It is generally held that the Legislature, in the absence of spe- 
cific constitutional limitations, has the power to detach, or authorize 
the detachment of, territory from municipalities. 62 C.J.S., Municipal 
Corporations, § 48, p. 139; 37 Am. Jur., Municipal Corporations, § 35, p. 
652; Annotation 117 A.L.R. 268. This principle is recognized and stated 
in Trailway Oil Co. v. City of Mobile, 271 Ala. 218, 122 So. 2d 757. See 
Punke v. Village of Elliott, 364 Ill. 604, 5 N. E. 2d 389. 


We have held that the State, through its Legislature, at its pleas- 
ure, may modify or withdraw all the governmental powers of a munici- 
pality, may expand or contract the territorial area, unite the whole or 
a part of it with another municipality, repeal the charter and destroy 
the corporation. All this may be done, conditionally or unconditionally, 
with or without the consent of the citizens, or even against their pro- 
test. In all these respects the State is supreme, and its legislative body, 
conforming its action to the State Constitution, may do as it will, un- 
restrained by any provision of the Constitution of the United States. 
Although the inhabitants and pronerty owners may, by such changes, 
suffer inconvenience, and their property may be lessened in value by 
the burden of increased taxation, or for any other reason, they have na 
right, by contract or otherwise, in the unaltered or continued existence 
of the corporation or its powers, and there is nothing in the Federal 
Constitution which protects them from these injurious consequences. 
The power is in the State, and those who legislate for the State are 
alone responsible for any unjust or oppresive exercise of it. City of 
Birmingham v. Norton, 255 Ala. 262, 50 So. 2d 754; City of Ensley v. 
Simpson, 166 Ala. 366, 52 So. 61; Hunter v. City of Pittsburg, 207 U. S. 
161, 28 S. Ct. 40, 52 L. Ed. 151. Proposed Senate Bill 122 is not in con- 
flict with the declaration in Section 2 of the Constitution that all po- 
litical power is inherent in the people. 


2. Section 21 of the Constitution provides: “That no power of 
suspending laws shall be exercised except by the legislature.” Here the 
Legislature is only providing an additional method by which the cor-

porate limits of cities of 200,000 to 300,000 may be reduced under very 
limited circumstances. The Legislature has already given one remedy, 
Tit. 37, § § 237-250, and under its plenary power it can provide for ad- 
ditional or alternative methods, and condition their use to cities meeting 
certain classifications or requirements. Punke v. Village of Elliott, 364 
Tll. 604, 5 N. E. 2d 389; Hunter v. Tracy, 104 Minn. 378, 116 N. W. 922. 
Proposed Senate Bill 122 does not conflict with Section 21 of the Con- 
stitution. 


3. The requirement in Section 45 of the Constitution that each law 
shall contain but one subject contemplates that if the title and the body 
of the act, construed together, show a single purpose, and relate to a 
single subject, and the grant of power is germane to that subject, such 
act does not offend the Constitution. City of Birmingham v. Norton, 
255 Ala. 262, 50 So. 2d 754; Dearborn v. Johnson, 234 Ala. 84, 173 So. 864. 
Senate Bill 122 conforms to Section 45 of the Constitution. 


4. Our cases make it clear that classification on a population basis 
cannot make an act general instead of local where the act presents a 
double classification or other limitations hedging it about so as to pre- 
vent its operation in all cities now or hereafter coming within the popu- 
lation classification or where future legislation is required to make the 
classification applicable to all cities. Birmingham v. Samford, 274 Ala. 
367, 149 So. 2d 271, and cases there cited. See Smith v. Lancaster, 269 
Ala. ales 114 So. 2d 568; Opinion of the Justices, 275 Ala. 465, 156 So. 
2d 151. 


It is very doubtful if this act could ever apply to any city except 
Mobile without a future legislative change in some of the conditions in 
Section 2 of the act. We cannot agree that Senate Bill 122 is a general 
bill under Section 110 of the Constitution. 


5. Section 104(18) of the Constitution expressly provides that local 
laws may be passed altering or rearranging the boundaries of cities, 
towns or villages, and we have so held, Trailway Oil Co. v. City of Mo- 
bile, 271 Ala. 218, 122 So. 2d 757; In re Opinion of the Justices, 249 Ala. 
312, 31 So. 2d 309; State ex rel. Brooks v. Gullatt, 210 Ala. 452, 98 So. 
373. Of course, Senate Bill 122 cannot be legally enacted as a local law 
because the published notice required by Section 106 of our Constitu- 
tion apparently has not been made. 


6. Under the plenary powers of the Legislature in dealing with 
municipal corporations in the State, the provisions in Senate Bill 122 do 
not, in our opinion, contravene the equal protection and due process 
clauses of the Constitution of the United States. See Annotation 117 
fe mor giting Town of Falls Church v. County Board, 166 Va. 192,

H. 29. To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be 
known as the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to pre- 
scribe the manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the 
members, directors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the pow- 
ers of the Authority, including the power to provide for the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, improvement, alteration and equipment of build- 
ing facilities for the public school system, colleges and universities, 
trade schools, the Alabama Boys Industrial School, the State Training 
School for Girls, and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Partlow 
State School, and Bryce Hospital, and to acquire sites therefor, and the 
power to sell and issue bonds for such purposes including payment of 
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obligations incurred for any such purpose; to provide that such bonds 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and that such 
bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its 
political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for invest- 
ment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of 
the State; to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may there- 
after be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for 
the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; 
to make an appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the 
principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; to authorize the 
Authority to pledge such funds for payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on its bonds; to provide that such principal and interest shall be 
payable solely from such funds and that such bonds shall nevertheless 
constitute negotiable instruments, to provide that the State Treasurer 
shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to provide for the 
dissolution of the Authority.

H. 29. To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of 
Education and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be 
known as the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to pre- 
scribe the manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the 
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members, directors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the pow- 
ers of the Authority, including the power to provide for the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, improvement, alteration and equipment of building 
facilities for the public school system, colleges and universities, trade 
schools, the Alabama Boys Industrial School, the State Training School 
for Girls, and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Partlow State 
School, and Bryce Hospital, and to acquire sites therefor, and the power 
to sell and issue bonds for such purposes including payment of obliga- 
tions incurred for any such purpose; to provide that such bonds and the 
income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and that such bonds 
may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its political 
subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of fi- 
duciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; 
to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter be re- 
funded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition 
of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an 
appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal of and 
interest on bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge 
such funds for payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; 
to provide that such principal and interest shall be payable solely from 
such funds and that such bonds shall nevertheless constitute negotiable 
instruments, to provide that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of 
the funds of the Authority; and to provide for the dissolution of the 
Authority.

AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the 
manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, dir- 
ectors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, improvement, alteration and equipment of public school 
and college building facilities, and for acquiring sites for the public 
school and college building facilities, and the power to sell and issue 
bonds for such purposes including payment of obligations incurred for 
any such purpose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be used to 
secure deposits of funds of the State and its political sub-divisions, 
instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and 
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shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all 
bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by the 
issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and 
pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds 
of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that 
such principal and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and 
that such bonds shall nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to 
provide that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the 
Authority; and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learning 
supported wholly or in part by the State, and the anticipated further 
increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and institutions, 
resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and other factors, have 
made it imperative that additional school and college buildings be con- 
structed and equipped in all parts of the State. The taxes and other 
revenues set aside and devoted by law to educational purposes are not 
sufficient to make the large capital outlays required for such construc- 
tion and to carry on also the maintenance and operation of the said 
schools and institutions. The only feasible way in which the needed 
buildings can be provided is by anticipating the receipt of a portion of 
the revenues devoted by law to educational purposes by capitalizing 
those revenues to the end that they may be applied for retirement of the 
costs of said construction as such revenues are received during the 
useful life of said buildings. It is, therefore, necessary and desirable 
that those portions of the excise taxes known as the state sales tax and 
the state use tax that are required by law to be paid into the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund be anticipated in the manner herein- 
after provided for the purpose of effecting the needed capital outlays. 
It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of this Act to 
authorize the formation of a public corporation for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the acquisition of such buildings, including sites and equip- 
ment therefor, and to authorize said corporation, in order to provide 
for such acquisition, to anticipate those portions of the two excise 
taxes hereinafter referred to that are now required by law to be paid 
into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund by issuing the bonds 
of said corporation payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of 
the said portions of those excise taxes. This Act shall be liberally 
construed in conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


é Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable gen- 
ers. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this Act. 
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Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to 
the Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official resi- 
dence of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the 
commission evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date 
on which each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office 
of each of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the 
location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) 
any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the 
laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the 
laws of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary 
of State shall examine the application and, if he finds that it sub- 
stantially complies with the requirements of this section, he shall 
Hoos and file it and record it in an appropriate book of records in 

is office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and record- 
ed as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation un- 
der the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation 
pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall re- 
cord the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid 
to the Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the 
incorporation or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their 
respective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president there- 
of, and the Director of Finance shali be the secretary thereof. The 
State Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of 
its funds, and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of 
the Authority out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The mem- 
bers of the Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of di- 
rectors of the Authority, and any two members of the said board of 
directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Should any person holding any state office named in this section cease 
to hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his 
term of office, or for any other reason, then his successor in office shall 
take his place as a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, 
of the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Authority 
shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for 
any service he may render or for any duty he may perform in connec- 
tion with the Authority. All proceedings had and done by the board of 
directors shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of the Authority, 
shall be signed by at least two members of the Authority, and shall 
be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of 
the Secretary. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the sec- 
retary of the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be re- 
ceived in all courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things 
therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue 
and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any 
court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties 
thereto; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal 
at pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the con- 
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struction, reconstruction, alteration and improvement of public school 
and college building facilities and for the procurement of sites and 
equipment for such facilities; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its 
bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) 
as security for the payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, 
to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein pro- 
vided for; and (8) to ap pom and employ such attorneys and agents as 
the business of the Aut ority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding One hundred eleven million 
dollars ($111,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose 
of providing funds for the acquisition of public school and col lege 
building sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im~ 
provement of public school and "college building facilities, for the 
procurement of equipment therefor, and for payment of obligations in- 
curred for any of such purposes. The costs of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, alteration, and improvement of any such facilities shall be deemed 
to include fees for architectural services in connection therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act 
No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as provided 
for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, as amended, except that the procedure shall be 
ponduceed by the board of education instead of the state purchasing 
agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed 
or otherwisc reproduccd on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually. signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be exe- 
cuted, and aclivercd by ib at any time and irom time ic time, shali be 
in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, pay- 

able at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other 
provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the 
resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds are au- 
thorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall 
have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. 
Any bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the Authority at such times and after such notice and on 
such conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be pro- 
vided in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; pro- 
vided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates 
more than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption 
at the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their 
date, and on any interest payment date therefter, after such notice 
and under such terms and conditions and at such redemption price 
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or prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such bonds 
are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from 
time to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but 
bonds of the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on 
sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, 
computed from their date to their respective maturities; provided, that 
if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may reject all bids. 
Notice of each such sale shall be given by publication in either a financial 
journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New York, 
New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper published in 
the State of Alabama, each of which notices must be published at 
least one time not less than ten days before the date fixed for the 
sale. The board of directors may fix the terms and conditions under 
which such sale may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may 
be sold for a price less than the face value thereof; and provided, 
further, that such terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of 
the requirements of this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations 
contained in this Act, the Authority may from time to time sell and 
issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any matured or 
unmatured bonds of the Authority then outstanding. Such refunding 
bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and 
pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby were entitled. Approval 
by the Governor of Alabama of the terms and conditions under which 
any bonds of the Authority may be issued shall be requisite to their 
validity. Such approval shall be entered on the minutes of the meetings 
of the board of directors at which the bonds are authorized, and shall 
be signed by the Governor. The Authority may pay out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees and the expenses of is- 
suance, which said board of directors may deem necessary and advan-~ 
tageous in connection with the issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ 
fees shall be paid in connection with the issuance or sale of any such 
bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be general obligations 
of the Authority but shall be payable solely out of the funds ap- 
propriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. As security for 
the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by 
it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered to pledge for 
payment of such principal and interest the funds that are appropriated 
and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such principal and 
interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence 
in the order of the adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; 
provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have 
the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded 
thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by the Authority 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclusively 
obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt 
of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall be con- 
strued to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from a 
specified source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Au- 
thority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
State of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used 
by the holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, 
or to any political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, 
in any instance where security for such deposits may be required by 
law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction there- 
of, or the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, execu- 
tor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity 
may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law 
and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent 
of the State Department of Finance or any other department or agency 
shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 
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Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their issu- 
ance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried in the 
State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall be 
subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so with- 
drawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of pub- 
lic school and college buildings, including architectural services and 
building inspectors for periodic and final inspections, and for acquiring 
sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn Univer- 
sity to be used for construction and equipment of health related building 
facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Three million four hundred twenty eight thousand dollars 
($3,428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued here- 
under shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Eleven million thirty eight thousand dollars ($11,038,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act in respect to 
facilities located elsewhere than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the purposes here- 
tofore set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million one hundred sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,- 
169,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities oth- 
er than that set forth in (b) above;

cation as follows: 

(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,- 
000) shall be paid to Florence State College; 

(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) 
shall be paid to Livingston State College; 

(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars 
($3,292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 

(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) 
shall be paid to Troy State College; 

(5) One million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) 
shall be paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 

(6) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) 
shall be paid to Alabama State College; 
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(h) Sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered 
to be necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of 
such attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any 
building constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized 
from this issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, 
shall be supervised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency 
which may be designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the 
Authority shall reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable 
direct costs in having plans, specifications and contract documents pre- 
pared and in supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) One hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) shall be 
paid to the board of education of each county in this State, to be used 
for the reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improvement of 
existing school buildings, and for new construction; provided, that such 
funds so distributed shall be apportioned among the county board of 
education and the city boards of education within the county, pro 
rata, on a teacher unit basis. 


(4) The residue left from the sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) 
after providing for (1), (2) and (3) above shall be allocated and dis- 
tributed to county and city boards of education, pro rata on the basis 
of teacher units as determined in accordance with the minimum school 
program for the year 1965-66 to be used for the construction of school 
building facilities, including buildings and equipment, for reconstruc- 
tion, alteration, equipment, and improvement of existing school build- 
ings in school building centers approved by the State Department of Edu- 
cation as permanent school centers. 


All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act. The pre- 
paration of all plans and specifications for any building constructed 
wholly or in part or reconstructed, altered or improved with any funds 
realized from this issue shall be performed pursuant to plans and 
specifications approved by the Alabama Building Commission, or any 
agency that may be designated by the Legislature as its successor. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall 
be used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be 
pee to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be re- 
‘unded. 


In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of 
the issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated 
in this section in the same respective proportions as they would have 
been entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had 
been sold at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest 
on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and to 
accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 adopted 
at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Ala- 
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bama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom the 
amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 
32 of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that portion 
of the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by law to 
be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior charges 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of 
Alabama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be 
necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of 
Alabama Education Authority authorized in Act No. 126 adopted at 
the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. 
If the said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains 
after taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior 
charges thereon, and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be 
insufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of said principal and interest 
and hereby appropriated to that purpose so much as may be necessary 
therefor of the residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as 
the use tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended, after there shall have been taken from said 
receipts the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the State De- 
partment of Revenue in collecting the same (which residue constitutes 
that portion of the receipts from the said use tax that is now required 
by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), 
and after taking from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary 
to meet all prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the 
bonds of the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and 
(b) such amounts as may be necessary to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on the said bonds authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys 
hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for 
the purpose of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds here- 
in authorized. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized 
e pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided 
or. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority 
under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall re- 
spectively mature, and the Siaie Treasurer is iurther authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be sub- 
scribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by 
each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the 
Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and 
record the application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record 
in his office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the 
State, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record 
such certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for organization of a public corporation to be known as 
the State Industrial Development Authority; to designate the members 
and officers of such corporation; to prescribe the powers and duties of 
the corporation, including the power to provide for the preparation of 
industrial sites in conjunction with cities, towns, and counties, or local 
industrial development boards authorized by them, and the power to 
issue and sell bonds for such purpose; to provide that such bonds and 
the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and that such 
bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its 
political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for invest- 
ment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of 
the State; to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may there- 
after be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for 
the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; 
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to make an appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the 
principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; to authorize the 
Authority to pledge such funds for payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on its bonds; to provide that such principal and interest shall be 
payable solely from such funds and that such bonds shall nevertheless 
constitute negotiable instruments; to provide that the State Treasurer 
shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to provide for the 
dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of 
this Act to authorize the formation of a public corporation for the pur- 
pose of providing for the preparation of sites for industrial develop- 
ment, and to authorize said corporation to anticipate those taxes here- 
inafter referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the 
General Fund in the State Treasury by issuing the bonds of said corpo- 
ration payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the proceeds of 
those taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity with 
said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of the Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 


“Industrial site preparation” within the meaning of the Act means 
the grading and drainage necessary to prepare the land and accesses 
thereto on which there is to be built or constructed a plant or other 
facility to be used by an industry engaged in manufacturing or process- 
ing. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 
Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the Director of Finance, and Director of 
the State Planning and Industrial Development Board may become a 
corporation with the power and authority hereinafter provided, by pro- 
ceeding according to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the Director of 
Finance, and the Director of the State Planning and Industrial Devel- 
opment Board shall present to the Secretary of State of Alabama an 
application signed by them which shall set forth: (1) the name, official 
designation, and official residence of each of the applicants, together 
with a certified copy of the commission evidencing each applicant’s 
right to office; (2) the date on which each applicant was inducted into 
office and the terms of office of each of the applicants; (3) the name of 
the proposed corporation, which shall be the State Industrial Develop- 
ment Authority; (4) the location of the principal office of the proposed 
corporation; and (5) any other matter relating to the incorporation which 
the applicants may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with 
this Act or the laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be 
subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants before an officer au- 
thorized by the laws of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds. 
The Secretary of State shall examine the application and, if he finds 
that it substantially complies with the requirements of this section, he 
a Beene and file it and record it in an appropriate book of records 
in his office. 
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Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded 
as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the Sec- 
retary of State for any work in connection with the incorporation or 
dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the Di- 
rector of Finance shall be the vice president thereof, and the Director 
of the State Planning and Industrial Development Board shall be the 
secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall 
act as custodian of its funds, and shall pay the principal of and interest 
on the bonds of the Authority out of the funds hereinafter provided for. 
The members of the Authority shall constitute all the members of the 
Board of Directors of the Authority, and any two members of the said 
board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. Should any person holding any state office named in this sec- 
tion cease to hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expira- 
tion of his term of office, or for any other reason, then his successor in 
office shall take his place as a member, officer, or director, as the case 
may be, of the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Au- 
thority shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law 
for any service he may render or for any duty he may perform in con- 
nection with the Authority. All proceedings had and done by the board 
of directors shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of the Authori- 
ty, shall be signed by at least two members of the Authority, and shall 
be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the 
secretary of the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be re- 
ceived in all courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things 
therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) to 
have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and interest 
on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and be 
sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; (3) to 
have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; (4) to 
establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the preparation of industrial 
sites in conjunction with cities, towns, counties, and local industrial de- 
velopment boards authorized by them; (6) to anticipate by the issuance 
of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; 
(7) as security for the payment of the principal of and interest on its 
bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein 
provided for; and (8) to appoint and employ such attorneys and agents 
as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding two and one half million dol- 
lars ($2,500,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for industrial site preparation. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its presi- 
dent and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the sig- 
nature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of this manually signing the same, 
facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or otherwise re- 
produced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed thereto, 
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and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his manually signing 
the same. Any bonds of the authority may be executed and delivered 
by it at any time and from time to time, shall be in such form and 
denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate 
or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable at such times 
and evidenced in such manner, may contain other provisions not in- 
consistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of the 
board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized to be issued; 
provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a specified maturity 
date later than thirty years after its date. Any bond of the Authority 
may be made subject to redemption at the option of the Authority at 
such times and after such notice and on such conditions and at such 
redemption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that those bonds of the 
Authority having specified maturity dates more than ten years after 
their date shall be made subject to redemption at the option of the Au- 
thority at the end of the tenth year after their date, and on any interest 
payment date thereafter, after such notice and under such terms and 
conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided 
in the resolution under which such bonds are authorized to be issued. 
Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time to time as the board of 
directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of the Authority must 
be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, 
either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid re- 
flects the lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being 
sold, computed from their date to their respective maturities; provided, 
that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may reject all 
bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given by publication in either a 
financial journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New 
York, New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper published 
in the State of Alabama, each of which notices must be published at 
least one time not less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. 
The board of directors may fix the terms and conditions under which 
such sale ney be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for 
a price less than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such 
terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of 
this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in this Act, 
the Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for 
the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the Au- 
thority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and 
entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded 
thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the 
terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority may be 
issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall be en- 
tered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at which 
the bonds are authorized, and shali be signed by the Governor. The 
Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ 
fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors may 
deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance of 
such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the 
issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely 
out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are 
appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such prin- 
cipal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall take 
precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolution containing 
such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding 
bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the 
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bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by the 
Authority pursuant to the provision of this Act shall be solely and ex- 
clusively obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or 
debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall be 
construed to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from a 
specified source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Authority 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State 
of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used by the 
holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, or to any 
political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, in any in- 
stance where security for such deposits may be required by law. Un- 
less otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the 
document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, adminis- 
trator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in 
addition to any other investment powers conferred by law and with the 
exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds 
of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State De- 
partment of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a pre- 
requisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried in 
the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall 
be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of 
the Governor, but any funds so withdrawn shall be used solely for the 
purposes provided for in this Act. Such funds shall be allocated and 
spent by the Authority only on projects recommended by the State Plan- 
ning and Industrial Development Board and subject to such reasonable 
rules and regulations as the authority may deem necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this Act, provided, that all work done on site prepara- 
tion projects undertaken by private persons, firms, or corporations shall 
be performed under contracts let on a competitive bidding basis. In no 
case shall the funds allocated by the Authority to a single project ex- 
ceed one and one-half percent of the capital investment anticipated by 
the manufacturer or processor to be expended on facilities erected or 
developed on the said project. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued hereunder 
remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used only 
for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding bonds of the 
Authority and of paying any premium that may be necessary to be paid 
in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest 
on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and to ac- 
complish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to 
such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the receipts from the tax known 
as the franchise tax on domestic corporations levied by Code 1940, Title 
51, Section 347, after there shall have been taken therefrom the amount 
necessary to meet the expenses of the Department of Revenue in collect- 
ing the same, and such amounts as may be necessary to make the ap- 
portionment of such taxes to counties and the public welfare trust fund 
as required by Code 1940, Title 51, Section 350. All moneys hereby ap- 
propriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose 
of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
isued under this Act, the Authority is authorized to pledge the proceeds 
of the appropriation and pledge herein provided for. 
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Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Section 
11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay 
the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority under 
the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall respectively 
mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and directed to 
set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out-

The Secretary of State shall file and record the applica- 
tion for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record in his office, and 
shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the State, a certificate 
that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record such certificate with 
the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
pasate and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

STATEMENT BY HONORABLE GEORGE HAWKINS, 
PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE OF THE SENATE 


“Fellow members of the Senate, I have been shocked and surprised 
at the recent publicity given to our last meeting. 


‘I have been even more surprised at some of the statements and 
charges attributed to some of our most experienced and able members— 
Senators who have won and lost many hard legislative battles before. 


“I have no apologies to make to anyone. Neither do I demand 
apologies from anyone. 


“Having been in politics for the last twenty years, I am very much 
aware of the grave political implications arising from such matters as 
threats of impeachment, removal from office, demands for my resigna- 
tion and my removal from a committee chairmanship and committee 
assignments. 


“But I am not concerned with future political implications, especially 
when they arise from statements and charges which were made in the 
heat of passion and after days of hard fighting on the Senate floor when 
all of us were drained and exhausted. 


“However, I am very much concerned about the integrity and dig- 
nity of the State Senate in which each of us is honored to serve—and 
the ability of this Senate, now and in the future, to effectively consider 
and enact legislation for the benefit of our state. 


_ . “Iam also greatly concerned that I have the respect of all of you— 
just as I deeply respect each one of you. 


“During the time I have served as your presiding officer I have 
relied on the Rules of the Senate, past rulings of the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, and other presiding officers, and my best judgment as occasions for 
rulings arose. I have done this and I intend to follow these same 
standards during such times in the future as the Lieutenant Governor 
may call on me to preside. 
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“Today we are faced with a serious decision. On the one hand, we 
can engage in a bitter fight of recriminations and personalities, setting 
one section of the state against another, and creating an atmosphere in 
which it is impossible to legislate effectively now and in the foreseeable 


future. 


“On the other hand, we can return to the business of the people 
of Alabama. We have important legislation in both houses—the greatest 
education appropriation bill ever presented to the state, the largest bond 
issue in our history dedicated to upgrading our schools as never before, 
and a voter qualification bill which I am sincerely convinced is our 
only answer to federal registrars. 


“Gentlemen, the choice is yours—a bitter battle of personalities or the 
public’s business.

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 29 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the 
manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, di- 
rectors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, re- 
construction, improvement, alteration and equipment of buildings and 
other facilities for public educational purposes for the public schools, 
colleges, junior colleges and universities, trade schools, the Alabama 
Boys Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls, the Ala- 
bama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Partlow State School, and to ac- 
quire sites therefor, and the power to sell and issue bonds for such 
purposes including payment of obligations incurred for any such pur- 
pose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be

exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be used to secure de- 
posits of funds of the State and its political subdivisions, instrumentali- 
ties and agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not 
create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all bonds is- 
sued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by the issuance of 
refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge 
of funds necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the 
Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for pay- 
ment of the Dhara ar of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such 
principal and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and that 
such bonds shall nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to 
provide that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the 
Authority; and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in 
the public schools and in other educational institutions in the State 
that are supported wholly or in part by the State, the anticipated fur- 
ther increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and educa- 
tional institutions resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and 
other factors, the increased enrollment in other public institutions in 
the State, and the need to supply additional educational facilities at 
those other public institutions for the purpose of maintaining and 
further developing educational programs for the inmates of those in- 
stitutions, have made it imperative that buildings and other facilities 
for educational purposes be constructed and equipped in all parts of the 
State. The taxes and other revenues set aside and devoted by law to 
educational purposes are not sufficient to make the large capital out- 
lays required for such construction and to carry on also the mainte- 
nance and operation of the said schools and institutions. The only 
feasible way in which the needed buildings can be provided is by an- 
ticipating the receipt of a portion of the revenues devoted by law to 
educational purposes by capitalizing those revenues to the end that 
they may be applied for retirement of the costs of said construction as 
such revenues are received during the useful life of said buildings. It 
is, therefore, necessary and desirable that those portions of the excise 
taxes known as the state sales tax and the state use tax that are re- 
quired by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund be anticipated in the manner hereinafter provided for the pur- 
pose of effecting the needed capital outlays. It is the intention of the 
Legislature by the passage of this Act to authorize the formation of a 
public corporation for the purpose of providing for the acquisition of 
such buildings, inchiding sites and equipment therefor, and to authorize 
said corporation, in order to provide for such acquisition, to anticipate 
those portions of the two excise taxes hereinafter referred to that are 
now required by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund by issuing the bonds of said corporation payable solely out 
of and secured by a pledge of the said portions of those excise taxes. 
This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 
Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 
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Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Super- 
intendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to the 
Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission 
evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which each 
applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each of the 
applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which shall be 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the location of the 
principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other matter 
relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose to insert 
and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the State 
of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each 
of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this State 
to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine 
the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it 
in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded 
as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the incor- 
poration or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the 
Authority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president thereof, 
and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority 
out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Authority 
shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of the 
Authority, and any two members of the said board of directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this Section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as 
a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority. 
No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw any salary 
in addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may render 
or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. All 
proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be reduced 
to writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at least 
two members of the Authority, and shail be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the secretary. Copies of such 
proceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, under 
the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie 
evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to 
sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any 
court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto: 
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(3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; 
(4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration and improvement of public buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes in the State, including the 
procurement of sites and equipment therefor; (6) to anticipate by the 
issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated 
and pledged; (7) as security for the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on its bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and 
pledges herein provided for; and (8) to appoint and employ such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding One hundred sixteen million 
dollars ($116,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose 
of providing funds for construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im- 
provement of buildings and other facilities for public educational pur- 
poses in the State, including the procurement of sites and equipment 
therefor, and for payment of obligations incurred for any such purpose. 
The cost of construction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of 
any such buildings or other facilities shall be deemed to include fees for 
cee pee by architects and building inspectors in connection 
therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act 
No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as provided 
for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, as amended. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority 
shall be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such 
bonds shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually signing the same. Any bonds oi the Authority may be 
executed and delivered by it any time and from time to time, shall be 
in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable 
at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other provisions 
not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of 
the board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized to be 
issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a specified 
maturity date later than twenty-one years after its date. Any bond 
of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the option of 
the Authority at such times and after such notice and on such conditions 
and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided in the 
resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that 
those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates more 
than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their date, 
and on any interest payment date thereafter, after such notice and 
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under such terms and conditions and at such redemption price or prices 
as may be provided in the resolution under which such bonds are 
authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time 
to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of 
the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest 
cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their 
date to their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable 
to the authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such 
sale shall be given by publication in either a financial journal or a 
financial newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and 
also by publication in a daily newspaper published in the State of Ala- 
bama, each of which notices must be published at least one time not 
less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of 
directors may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale may 
be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less 
than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. 
Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in this Act, the 
Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for 
the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the 
Authority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated 
and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds 
refunded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama 
of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority 
may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shail 
be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at 
which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. 
The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds 
attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors 
may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance 
of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the 
issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely 
out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are 
appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such 
principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall 
take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions contain- 
ing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding 
bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the 
bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by the 
Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and 
exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obligation 
or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
be construed to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from 
a specified source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Authority 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State 
of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used by the 
holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, or to any 
political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, in any 
instance where security for such deposits may be required by law. 
Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or 
the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, admin- 
istrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, 
in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law and with 
the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds 
of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State 
Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 
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Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Said expenses 
shall be deducted from that portion of the said proceeds allocated in 
Subsection (n) of this Section. Such remaining funds shall be subject 
to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so withdrawn shall 
be used solely for the purpose of financing the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes including the cost of 
architectural services therefor and services rendered by building in- 
spectors for periodic and final inspections thereof, and for acquiring 
sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Nine million eight hundred thousand dollars ($9,800,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used at the University Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama; 


(b) One million nine hundred thousand dollars ($1,900,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
to Auburn University to be used for construction and equipment of 
physical educational building facilities; 


(c) Four million two hundred twenty eight thousand dollars ($4,- 
228,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama; 


(d) Ten million eight hundred thirty eight thousand dollars ($10,- 
838,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Ala- 
bama to be used for educational buildings and facilities located else- 
where than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shail 
be distributed to Alabama College; 


(f) Ten million sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,069,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
to Auburn University to be used for buildings and other educational 
facilities other than that set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million eight hundred thousand dollars ($12,800,000) 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be 
distributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among the 


State institutions of higher learning under the State Roard of Education 


as follows; 
(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,000) 
shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) shall 
be paid to Livingston State College; 

(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars ($3,- 
292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 

(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) shall 
be paid to Troy State College; 

__(5) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) shall be 

paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 


(6) One million eight hundred thousand dollars ($1,800,000) shall 
be paid to Alabama State College; 
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(h) Nine hundred thousand dollars ($900,000) of the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the State 
Board of Education to be distributed among the State Junior Colleges 
and Trade Schools under the State Board of Education as follows: 


(1) Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to 
Southern Union College; 


(2) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to Hunts- 
ville (Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 


(3) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to Mobile 
(Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 


(4) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to 
Montgomery (Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 


(5) Two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) shall be paid to J. P. 
Shelton State Vocational Technical School at Tuscaloosa; 


(i) Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to the 
State Board of Education and disbursed by it for the construction and 
equipment of buildings and other facilities for public educational pur- 
poses at Partlow State School; 


(j) One hundred fifty eight thousand dollars ($158,000) shall be 
paid to the Alabama Boys Industrial School. 


(k) Three hundred forty two thousand dollars ($342,000) shall be 
paid to the State Training School for Girls. 


(1) Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. 


(m) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
by the Authority among the State Vocational Technical Schools and 
Junior Colleges, these amounts to be in addition to any funds heretofore 
provided by law for the construction and equipping of Trade Schools 
and Junior Colleges. 


(n) Fifty nine million eight hundred thousand dollars ($59,800,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered to be 
necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building 
constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized from this 
issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the construction, 
reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, shall be super- 
vised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency which may 
be designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the Authority shall 
reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable direct costs in 
having plans, specifications and contract documents prepared and in 
supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) One hundred eighty seven thousand five hundred dollars ($187,- 
500) shall be paid to the board of education of each county in this State, 
to be used for the reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improve- 
ment of existing school buildings, and for new construction; provided, 
that such funds so distributed shall be apportioned among the county 
board of education and the city boards of education within the county, 
pro rata, on a teacher unit basis.

(4) The residue left from the fifty nine million eight hundred 
thousand dollars ($59,800,000) after providing for (1), (2) and (3) above 
shall be allocated and distributed to county and city boards of education, 
pro rata on the basis of teacher units as determined in accordance with 
the minimum school program for the year 1965-66 to be used for the 
construction of school building facilities, including buildings and equip- 
ment, for reconstruction, alteration, equipnicn® and improvement of 
existing school buildings in school building centers approved by, the 
State Department of Education as permanent school centers. Provided, 
however, that the monies received by Morgan County, under the 
provisions of this Subsection shall be distributed, two thirds to the 
county school system and one third to the Decatur School System. 


Other than those disbursements for expenses of the issuance of 
the bonds and those disbursements applied for attorneys and agents fees 
pursuant to the provisions of subdivision (1) of subsection (n) of 
this Section shall be used solely for the purpose of paying the cost of 
constructing, altering, improving and equipping buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes in the State, including the fees 
of architects and building inspectors for services in connection therewith, 
and for acquiring sites therefor.

taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior charges 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of 
Alabama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be neces- 
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sary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of Alabama 
Education Authority authorized in Act No. 126 adopted at the Second 
Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. If the 
said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains after 
taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior charges 
thereon, and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be insuf- 
ficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and the 
interest on the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of said principal and interest 
and hereby appropriated to that purpose so much as may be necessary 
therefor of the residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as 
the use tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended, after there shall have been taken from 
said receipts the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the State 
Department of Revenue in collecting the same (which residue constitutes 
that portion of the receipts from the said use tax that is now required 
by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), 
and after taking from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary 
to meet all prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds 
of the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and (b) 
such amounts as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest 
on the said bonds authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys hereby 
appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose 
of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein authorized.

The proposed amendment providing for a transfer of $250,000 from 
the Special Educational Trust Fund to the State General Fund is clearly 
unconstitutional. This provision is not germane to the title of the bill or 
the original purpose of the bill. It is not cognate to the subject of the bill 
and is totally unrelated to the original purpose. If such provision is in- 
clades as requested, the Act would violate Sections 45 and 61 of the Con- 
stitution. 


My point is, Mr. President, that the Senate cannot constitutionally act 
on the proposed executive amendments. 


I respectfully request that this request for a ruling on a point of 
order be spread upon the Journal.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 31, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 
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“Section 31. The board of registrars shall have power to examine, 
under oath or affirmation, all applicants for registration, and to take 
testimony touching the qualifications of such applicants. In order to 
aid the registrars to judicially determine if applicants to register have 
the qualifications to register to vote, each applicant shall be furnished 
by the board a written application, which shall be uniform in all cases 
with no discrimination as between applicants, the form and contents 
of which application shall be prescribed by the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama and be filed by such court with the Secretary of State of the 
State of Alabama. The application shall be so worded that there will 
be placed before the registrars information necessary or proper to aid 
them to pass upon the qualifications of each applicant. The applica- 
tion shall be completed in writing by the applicant, in the presence of 
the board without assistance. There shall be incorporated in such ap- 
plication an oath to support and defend the constitution of the United 
States and the constitution of the State of Alabama and a statement in 
such oath by the applicant disavowing belief in or affiliation with any 
group or party which advocates the overthrow of the government of the 
United States or the state of Alabama by unlawful means. The appli- 
cation and oath shall be duly signed and sworn to by the applicant be- 
fore a member of the board. If solely because of physical handicaps 
the applicant is unable to read or write, then he shall be exempt from 
the above stated requirements which he is unable to meet because of 
such physical handicap, and in such cases a member of the board shall 
read to the applicant the application and oath herein provided for and 
the applicant’s answers thereto shall be written down by such board 
member and the applicant shall be registered as a voter if he meets all 
other requirements herein set out. Each member of the board is au- 
thorized to administer the oaths to be taken by applicants and wit- 
nesses. The applications of persons applying for registration shall not 
become public records as public records are defined under the laws of 
the state of Alabama, nor shall the board disclose the information con- 
tained in such applications and written answers, except with the writ- 
ten consent of the person who filed the answer or pursuant to the order 
of a court of competent jurisdiction in a proper proceedings. 


“The Board of Registrars shall require an applicant to submit proof 
of his or her ability to read and write any article of the Constitution of 
the United States in the English language. A certificate of literacy 
issued to an applicant under the rules and regulations of the State 
Board of Education to the effect that the person to whom such certifi- 
cate is issued is able to read and write any article of the Constitution 
of the United States in the English language, and has the equivalent 
of an eighth grade education, or is able to read and write any article 
of the Constitution of the United States in the English language save 
for physical disability only, and to the extent of such physical disability, 
which shall be stated in the certificate, and has the equivalent of an 
eighth grade education, shall be received by the board of registrars as 
conclusive of such fact. Any such certificate, when issued, shall bear 
an individual number and shall be in duplicate, one of such duplicates 
to be retained by the person to whom it is issued, and the other dupli- 
cate to be the certificate received and filed by the board of rgeistrars 
as part of the application. The State Board of Education shall issue 
rules and regulations and provide for the issuance of certificates to per- 
sons possessing the qualifications hereinabove specified. 


“As an alternative to the presentation of a certificate of literacy, 
the applicant may present to the Board of Registrars as evidence of his 
ability to read and write any article of the Constitution of the United 
States in the English language, a certificate or diploma showing that he 
has completed the work of an approved eighth grade elementary school 
or of a higher school in which English is the language of instruction,

or a matriculation card issued by a college or university to a student 
then at such institution, or a certificate or a letter signed by an offi- 
cial of the university or college certifying to such attendance. 


“The genuineness of a certificate of literacy or other evidence of 
the applicant’s ability to read and write any article of the Constitution 
in the English language and the identity of the applicant shall remain 
questions of fact and be subject to challenge, like any other fact re- 
lating to his qualifications. 


“The inability of an applicant, save for disability only, obvious to 
the Board of Registrars, to write his name on the oath required shall 
be deemed conclusive proof of inability to read and write any article 
of the Constitution of the United States in the English language, not- 
withstanding the presentation of proof of literacy as herein provided.” 


Section 2. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 32, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 


‘Section 32. The following persons, and no others, who, if they 
are citizens of the United States over the age of twenty-one years and 
have the qualifications as to residence prescribed in Section 178 of the 
Constitution, as amended, shall be qualified to register as electors, pro- 
vided they shall not be disqualified under Section 182 of the Constitu- 
tion, namely: those who can, except for physical disability, read and 
write any article of the Constitution of the United States in the English 
language and make proof of the same in the manner prescribed by the 
Legislature.” 


Section 3. The operation of this Act is contingent upon the approv- 
al of a constitutional amendment submitted at this session of the Leg- 
islature proposing to amend or repeal Article 8, Section 181, of the Con- 
stitution; if the amendment is not approved when submitted, this Act 
shall have no effect.
